Relief to Be Sent to the 
Gallant Dewey. 


Western Volunteer Troops to Go 
the Philippines, 


Ten Thousand Men Ordered to 
Mobilize at Once. 


California Militia and Independent 
Volunteers Have a Chance to Go 
to the Front—Supplies of All 
Kinds to Be Forwarded, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Gen. Merriam today re- 
ceived orders by wire from Maj.-Gen. 
Miles to secure at once’ the mobiliza- 
tion at San Francisco of 10,000 volun- 
teer troops. The Secretary of the 
Navy directed Rear-Admiral Kirkland, 
commander at the Mare Island navy 
yard, to prosecute work on the Charles. 
ton as rapidly as possible, and put the 
cruiser into commission as quickly as 
she is ready for sea, 

These orders convey the determina- 
tion of the President to extend the 
sovereignty of the United States over 
the Philippine Islands, and to main- 
tain it during the continuation of hos- 
tilities. 

While nothing will be done until Ad- 
miral Dewey reports upon conditions 
in the. islands, and recommends the 
character of the expedition, it was de- 
termined by the Cabinet today to push 
ahead all appropriations so that there 
will be no time lost when the situa- 
tion has been sized up and steps deter- 
mined upon. Everything which could 
be Care to favilitate the dispatch of 
the expedition when it is once decided 
upon, was done today. 

Senator Perkins was called to the 
Navy Department and assisted in pre- 
paring plans for carrying troops and 
munitions of war. Naval officers and’ 
the quartermaster at San Francisco 
were directed to at once advertise for 
Ships to convey troops, horses, ord- 
nance and ammunition across the Pa- 
cific. 

Both the War and Navy Depart- 
ments were assured that they would 
have no difficulty in Securing all the 
tonnage which the Pacific Mail, 
Oceanic and the American line ships 
now have in the Pacific. The five or 
six merchantmen necessary would be 
readily secured, and their loading dis- 
patch would be a matter of a few days 
after once under way. ‘ 

The question of supplies is one which 
‘depends entirely on the reports of Ad- 
miral Dewey. One thing which he will 
surely be equipped with shortly, will be 
a fresh supply of ammunition. 

The vessels of the fleet had all their 
magazines filled before they went into 
the already famous fight of Manila. 
When the cruiser Baltimore left Hono- 
lulu for Asiatic waters it was with an 
extra cargo, carried from San Fran- 
cisco by the Mohican; at the same time 
orders were dispatched, sending Ad- 
miral Miller’s flagship to join Dewey’s 
fleet. But this has been greatly de- 
pleted beyond question, and the neces- 


sity for a full supply is recognized. 
The question of coal is not troubling 


the Navy Department much, as there 
it is known that Manila has a large 
stock, and if not, there are British 
merchants in the island who will sell 
fuel. Though Spain may declare coal 
contraband of war, the annihilation of 
her Asiatic fleet makes this unavert- 
ing. Coal can be shipped to British 
merchants in Manila, from whom the 
United States may secure supplies. 
Once order is restored, it is believed 
the army of occupation will be able to 
live upon the country, except that sta- 
ples may have to be supplied from the 
Pacific Coast. This will make neces- 
sary the sending of at least one trans- 
port along with the fleet which carries 
the men to occupy the islands. When 
it comes to the character of the army 
to be sent, there is another problem. 
Maj.-Gen. Miles said today he had 
not completed his list of troops which 
will compose the division. He said one 
of the first things necessary will be 
furnishing at least 1000 men in a reg- 
iment of heavy artillery and some big 
guns, for doubtless the ordnance in the 
forts about Manila and Cavite was de- 
stroyed by the bombardment, and by 
the Spanish gunners before they ca- | 
pitulated. The supplying and trans- 
portation of big guns will be one of 
the most, difficult feats, for there is 
not immédiately available the neces-

Ad- 
ded to these will be infantry levies of 
the mountain States. It is expected 
that the army will be divided thus: 
Infantry volunteers, 4000; regular, 2000; 
cavalry, volunteer, 1000; regular 600; 
artillery, volunteer, 1500. 


A TERRIBLE SPECTACLE. 


MORE DETAILS OF THE BATTLE OF 
MANILA BAY. 


_TerrifiCc Bombardment of Spanish 


Forts and Ships by Commodore 
Dewey’s Fieet—Spanish Loss Es- 
timated at Four Hundred. 


[ TED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, -May 3.—The Herald to- 
day publishes the following dispatch 
from Manila, dated Monday, 8:25 a.m.: 
“Commodore Dewey’s squadron com- 
pletely destroyed the Spanish: fleet in 
Manila Herbor early yesterday morn- 
ing. Three of Admiral Montejo’s ships 
avere burned; one was sunk and the 
rest of the Spanish warships rendered 
hors du combat by the American 
guns. 

“Our fleet entered Manila Bay yester- 
day morning at 5 o’clock and, anchor- 
ing before Cavite, the ships took up 
their positions in line of battle. The 
forts on shore at once opened fire on 
our ships at long range and the Spanish 
fleet, anchored off Cavite, immediately 
followed with their heavy guns. 

“Commodore Dewey's flagship, the 
Olympia, then signalled the rest of the 
American fleet to draw closer to shore 
and soon afterward our ships opened 
a terrific cannonade. After half an 
hour’s hot fighting, Dewey’s ships 
moved out of range of the lighter 
Spanish guns and continued the bom- 
bardment with the big guns with ter- 

“Twenty minutes later the Olympia 
again signalled the other ships to draw 
into closé quarters and a rapid and in- 
cessant cannonading began. 

“This terrible bombardment soon 
ended the fight. One after the other, 
the Spanish vessels were silenced, and 
three of them caught fire, including Ad- 
miral Montejo’s, fiagship, the Reina 
Maria Christina, from an explosion 
caused by a shell from one of our ves- 
sels. The admiral at once transferred 
his flag to the Isla de Cuba. One Span- 
ish vessel was sunk and several were 
run ashore to escape capture. 

“Commodore Dewey's attention was 
now drawn to the land batteries, which 
he silenced after an energetic bom- 
bardment. 

“The battle lasted an hour and a half 
and it was a great and terrible spec- 
tacle. The Spaniards fought bravely 
against superior force and suffered 
heavy losses. Four hundred Spaniards 
are reported killed, including two com- 
manders. Their losses by fire are also 
probably very great. The Spaniards 
world not give in, and when the Amer- 
ican fleet returned to Cavite, some shots 
were still fired from the forts on shore, 
but our ships poured in such a terrible 
cannonade that further resistance was 
impossible. The American ships were 
apparently uninjured. 

“Comm odore Dewey's attack was well 
carried out. The maneuvers of his 
squadron were a beautiful sight, and 
the navigation of the bay by our ships 
was a remarkable feat of seamanship, 
avoiding, as they did, successfully, the 
numerous shallows. 

“All is now over at Cavite. Com- 
modore Dewey awaits the decision of 
the Governor-General of the Philip- 
pines before commencing the bombard- 
ment of Manila. Unless a favorable 
reply is received from the Governor- 
General to the United States’ terms, 
the bombardment will commence to- 
morrow at 11:30.”

No News to Be Had from 
the Philippines. 


Nothing Delinite Expected for 
Several Days, 


Officials Confident That Dewey 
Has Taken Manila. 


Reinforcements and Supplies to Be 
Sent to Him as Soon as He Signi- 
fies That They are Needed—Plans 
for Cuban Campaign. 


WASHINGTON, May 3. — Today 
passed without a single word from the 
American fleet in the Philippines, and 
in view of the long-continued inter- 
ruption in cable communications, the 
officials are beginnig to resign them- 
selves to the belief that they must 
await further official news until a boat 
arrives from Hongkong. This will not 
necessarily be a naval vessel, for it is 
not believed that Commodore Dewey, 
who will be admiral as soon as he can 
be reached by cable, could have spared 
any of his ships, even the McCulloch, to 
carry dispatches before the bombard- 
ment. 

In ordinary times there is plenty of 
communication by steamers as were by 
native vessels, between the Philippines 
and the mainland, and the officials will 
be rather surprised if some news is not 
coming by this means by the end of the 
week. 

If Dewey wants troops to hold what 
he may gain in the Philippines, he 
will be sent as many as he needs di- 
rectly from San Francisco, and it is 


about this today and is only warting 
to hear what Commodore Dewey wants. 

Meantime the plans of the Cuban 
campaign are being steadily developed 
and there is no indication of a change 
of purpose on the part of the military 
authorities, who are expected to land 
an expedition in Cuba in a very short 
time. 

Admiral Sampson, so far as the Navy 
Department knows, is steadily mair- 
taining the blockade of the Cuban 
coast, and this is not likely to be aban- 
doned for the present, though two cr 
three of his ships may be sent away 
temporarily to meet the Oregon on he. 
way from Rio Janeiro. The officers 
naturally feel an interest in this race 
of the magnificent battleship around 
the continent. They profess to feel lit- 
tle anxiety over the outcome, notwith- 
standing a report of the effort of the 
Spanish squadron to cut cff the Ore- 
gon. The vessel sailed from Rio on a 
course known only to the captain, and 
the chances of her being overtaken on 
the high seas are very small. Even 
should the Spanish vessels fallin wit 
her, it is by no means certain, not- 
withstanding their number, that she 
would be defeated by the combined 
Spanish force, as her magnificent ar- 
mor and ordnance are superior in 
every respect, size and quality to those 
of the Spanish ships. 

The proclamation directed against 
the Spanish residents of the United 
States by the State Department has 
not yet been issued, nor is it certain 
that it will be issued, probably de- 
pending upon the course pursued by 
the Spanish government in their treat- 
ment of American citizens by Spain. 

China issued her neutrality procia- 
mation today, so there is no place on 
the Asiatic coast left open to the free 
use of the war vessels of either Spain 
or the United States. This is rather 
remarkable, in that it marks the first 
action of this kind upon the part of 
China, which has never before issued 
a neutrality proclamation, and the 
naval officers are duly grateful for the 
consideration shown by the Chinese 
government in withholding the issue of 
the decree until informed that the 
Americans had secured a base in the 
Philippine Islands.

LONDON, May 4.—The Madrid core 
respondent of the Daily Mail, _ tele- 
graphing Tuesday, says: 

“There is no longer-any doubt that 
the internal situation is causing the 
government almost as much uneasiness 
as the external. Last night’s demon- 
stration was one of the most serious 
in some time, since those openly par- 
ticipating sbowed their revolutionary 
tendencies. Cries were raised of “Down 
with the Bourbons,’ ‘Long live Don 
Carlos,” ‘Long live the republic’ and 
‘Long live Weysler!’ 

“The first move of the demonstra- 
tors, over a thousand strong, was to 
the house of Gen. Weyler, with the ob- 
ject of cheering him. He did not ap- 
pear, and the crowd then went to the 
residence of Sefior Sagasta, where the 
Ministers were in conference, and 
shouted in favor of his resignation. 

Sefior Aguilera, Civil Governor of 
Madrid, broke up the procession with 
the aid of the police, who were badly 
ry and had to charge the crowd, 
The authorities thereupon met with 


: Sefior Aguilera, who announced his in- 


tention of resigning, saying that it 
cost him great trouble to repress such 
manifestations, and that he was not 
able to answer for order with the pow- 
ers at his disposal. 

“Thereupon the edict was issued, 
placing Madrid under martial law, 
and the military governor, Gov. Da-« 
ban, received stringent orders from 
Gen. Correa the Minister of War, for 
the preservation of peace. 


+ “Meanwhile the Cabinet council is 


discussing the political situation in 
Spain. Admiral Bermejo, Minister of. 
Marine, and Gen. Correa, are strongly 
in favor of an immediate suspension 
of the constitutional guarantees astep 
which requires closing *the Cortes, 
The other members of the Cabinet, 
nowever, consider this inconvenient at 
the present moment, because it would 
wipe out many years of history of the 
Liberal party. 

There is a general belief that a tota} 
Cabinet crisis is imminent, and it will 
probably end in a considerable modifi- 
cation of the present government, pos- 
sibly in the formation of a national 
nmyinistry, under the presidency of Mar- 
shal Martinez Campos. In any case, 
parliament is certain to be closed 
shortly. 

“The events of the last few days have 
undoubtedly increased the popularity 
of Gen. Weyler, who favors an out and 
out war policy. At the same time, there 
is not real ground for anticipating that 
he will come to the head of affairs, 
Gen. Weyler ts notorious, tut not @ 
prominent person in Spanish politica 
Politicians and the people at iarge have 
been paying little attention to bim ree 
cently. His party is composed of a few 
persons of no very high standing. 

“Moreover, everyone recognizes thag 
Weyler’s cruelty in Cuba and his policy 
as to the reconcentrados largely con- 
tributed to bring about the present 
state of affairs, while his alleged notori- 


,ous laxity with regard to public money 


has made him much disliked. Public 
opinion is always likely to mistrust 
him, and he is unpopular with the 
Queen Regent.

MADRID COMMENT. 


Newspapers Make Pertinent Re- 
marke About the’ Government,

MADRID, May 3.—Commenting upon 
the battle of Manila, El Nacional, 
which is the organ of the Weylerite 
party, says: 

“Yesterday, when the first intelli- 
gence arrived, nothing better occurred 
to Admiral Bermejo (Minister of Ma- 
rine) than to send to all the newspa- 
pers comparative statistics of the two 
contending squadrons. By this compar- 
ison he sought to direct public atten- 
tion to the superiority of a squadron 
of ironclads over a squadron of wooden 
vessels dried by the heat in those lat- 
‘tudes. Spain undoubtedly sees therein 
the heroism of our marines; but she 
also and above all] sees the nefarious 
crime of the government. It is unfair 
blame,the enemy for possessing forces 
superior to ours, but what is worthy of 
being blamed with all possible ve- 
hemence is this infamous government, 
which allowed our inferiority, without 
neutralizing it by means of prepara- 
tions.” 

With reference to the catastrophe, 
El Nacional continues: “A good bat- 
tery off Corregidor Island, with great 
reflectors and guns capable of sweep- 
ing the seas for miles around, would 
have kept the American squadron out 
of the bay. In Corregidor there were 
only a few wretched guns taken from 
the warships a few days ago. This 
is the truth. Our sailors have been 
basely delivered over tothe grape-shot 
of the Yankees, a fate nobler and more 
worthy of respect than those paneful 
Ministers who brought about the first 
victory and its first victims.” 

Fl Heraldo de Madrid says: “It was 
no caprice of the fortunes of war. 
From the very first cannon shot, our 
fragile ships were at ‘the mercy of the 
formidable hostile squadron. They 
were condemned to fall, one after an- 
other, under the fire of the American 
batteries; were powerless to strike, and 
were defended only by the valor in the 
breasts of their sailors.” 

El Heraldo, referring further on to 
the extent of the disaster says: “We 
cannot define it. The government has 
not defined it for the information of the 
country, and, although the greater por- 
tion of yesterday's Cabinet council was 
devoted to the subject, the government 
has refused to issue even & note leaving 
us in ignorance respecting its views on 
this fateful event. There is nothing 
rash in the suspicion that the govern- 
ment’s attitude in this matter is a de- 
sire to hide a part of the truth. This, 
however, is a bancful mistake.”

A&A GREAT SILENCE. 


No Reliable Information from Ma- 
nila to De Had. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


LONDON, May 3.—While Manila is 
cut off there is almost as great silence 
respecting the exact situation of affairs 
on the Atlantic. The papers indulge 
in all kinds of speculations as to the 
probable meeting of the fleets on the 
ocean and cannot believe that Admiral 
Sampson's entire fleet has been with- 
drawn from Havana, as it is considered | 
quite strong enough to divide without 
running extravagant risks. 

Interest for the moment is shifted to 
Madrid, which appears to be on the 
eve of a military pronunciamento.

AUTHORIZED TO RESIGN. 


Civil Authority to Give Way t 
Military Forces,

LONDON, May 4.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: 
The governors of the various prov- 
inces have been authorized to resign 
their powers into the hands of the 
military forces the moment they think 
convenient without waiting to consult 
the government. The military author- 
ities will at once proclaim martial law 
in such cases, taking over all the 

powers in their respective provinces. 

This precaution shows that some 
general movement is feared through- 
out Spain. Already symptoms of pop- 
ular and political agitation begin to 
show themselves in the province of 
Valencia, the hotbed of the Carlists. 
Already there had been one tumultu- 
ous demonstration, and it is reported 
that blood has been shed. 

A band of twelve, presumably Car- 
lists, appeared at Catadan in Valencia. 
The civil guards pursued them, overtook 
and dispersed them, but not without 
their resisting. At Calaiter and other 
towns there have been serious dis- 
turbances.. In consequences of the 
rise of wheat and flour at Gijon, a sea- 
port northeast of Oviedo, the  fisher- 
women leagued against the dearness of 
provisions and against the oc*roi tax. 

Today the disturbances were repeated. 
The authorities attribute them to so- 
cialist and anarchist motives. Several 
warehouses were pillaged and the po- 
liee were obliged to use their firearms. 
The police were wounded. Troops finally 
restored order.

No One Knows Where the Cape

Alger’s Chamce to Pay Off Old 
Scores.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] This afternoon’s dispatches 
from Key West tend to confirm what 
was said last night—that Sampson Is 
getting ready to hunt the Spanish 
squadron which sailéd from Cape 
Verde on Friday.

Speculation from Key West has been 
that arrangements were being made to 
bombard Havana; also that the war- 
ships are coming to Tampa to escort 
the transport ships to Cuba. Nothing 
appears farther from the fact.. Tomor- 
row is the day originally set for the 
departure of the invading corps, but if 
the traops get away before Sunday 
many well-informed men will be very 
much surprised. 

There is no information ,as to the 
whereabouts of the Spanish squadron. 
It may be sailing round and round in 
a circle for aught known here now, or 
it may be headed for the north coast 
of South America, or the northeastern 
coast of this country. But wherever it 
is hid, Sampson, and probably Schley, 
will go after it before the invasion of 
Cuba is undertaken. . 

Great surprise has been manifested 
today because nothing has come from 
the Canary Islands, via London, 
about the movements of the squadron. 
News from that quarter was expected. 
The squaéson, if it has gone to the 
Canaries, has had time to get there. 
Spanish sources Night give up noth- 
ing about its arrival, but the British 
Consular officers in the island would 
report their arrival to London, and 
from there it would come to this coun- 
tr}. If the vessels have sailed direct to- 
ward Porto Rico, some of the scouting 
cruisers (the St. Paul, the St. Louis 
or the Harvard) ought to reach some 
point—Barbadoes, possibly—to report 
what they have discovered.

The Secte- 
tary Of Dispatches and the Secretary 
of the General Government will be on 
either side. Behind him will be men 
chosen by him. 

As soon as the captain-general sits 
down, the members of the Cabinet will 
do the same thing in their respective 
places, the order says. The Secretary 
of Dispatches and the Secretary of the 
General Government must remain 
standing up. 

Next the president of the Council of 
Secretaries will deliver to Gen. Blanco 
the address for the opening of the ses- 
sion, and will then withdraw to his 
seat. The Governor will read the ad- 
dress and will hand it to the Secretary 
of Justice and Government, who will 
end authorized copies to both insular 
Cabinets. 

Immediately the President of the 
Cabinet will declare the opening of the 
session in these words: “His Excel- 
lency, the Governor-General, orders me 
to declare the Insular Cabinets are le- 
gally opened.” 

This act being finished, the attend- 
ants will, by order, stand up again, 
and the captain-general will leave the 
hall with the same escort he had when 
he entered. The escort will go with 
him as far as the outer door, and when 
fifteen more cannon shots have been 
fired, they will leave him. . His arrival 
at the palace will be recognized by an- 
other salvo. 

Gen. Blanco has ordered troops to 
line the streets through which he will 
pass, and has directed that the Span- 
jsh flag be run up on the palace and 
throughout the city. 

According to officials at the palace, 
no shots fired by the United States 
ships at Cienfuegos, April 29, fell in 
the city. It is stated that three war 
vessels fired at Jagua Castle, in the 
afternoon, and that their missiles fell 
five kilometres from the wharves.

NEW YORK, May 4.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A special to the Journal from 
London says the Morning Post has the 
following from Madrid: 
“I jnterviewed Queen Regent Chris- 
tina today. I was received not as a 
member of the press, but as a ‘highly- 
recommended’ foreigner who wished to 
present sympathies to the Queen per- 
sonally. Otherwise I would have failed 
to obtain an audience with Her Maj- 
esty. 

“The conversation turned entirely 
upon the war, and the Queen said, 
after I had related my impressions 
which I had secured abroad: 

“Yes, we have almost all Burope 
with us, and in these painful moments 
that we are now passing through, that 
is a great consolation and at the same 
time an encouragement. ; Not that we 
shall ask anything whatever from the 
powers, who are expressing their sym- 
pathy for us, but from the point of 
view of strict right their attitude 
touches us profoundly. 

“‘Not a day passes without bring- 
ing to the King and myself warm let- 
ters from abroad, and some come even 
from the United States. Everybody 
here is ready to shed his last drop of 
blood to defend his country. The Amer- 
icans are fighting eath for himself. 
That is why we are proud of Europe’s 


desire war, and did everything to avoid 
it. I can say that every kind of humili- 
ation was heaped upon us by the 
United States. But everything has an 
end. 
“'The United States government 
said to itself: We can demand ev- 
erything we choose from Spain, and 
after some recrimination, we will ob- 
tain satisfaction because Spain is poor 
and will never dare to face war. 
““They pushed us till we could go 
no further. Finally, the rupture took 
place, to the great astonishment of 
the Americans themselves, who had 
fallen into their own snare. They were 
so sure of holding us in their power, 
through what they consider our great 
poverty, that they were not ready to 
go to. war. They are not ready now.’ ”’ 
“*They say, Your Majesty,’ said the 
correspondent, ‘that the real reason of 
the American Minister’s departure was 
not the one announced; that is, of the 
Spanish government's refusal to re- 
ceive the ultimatum.’

William Astor Chanler is Leading

NEW YORK, May 3.—William Astor 
Chanler has departed from New York 
with three companies, with the avowed 
intention of joining the forces of Gen. 
Gomez, the Cuban insurgent leader in 
Cuba, and to do what fighting he can 
for the cause of Cuba libre, avers the 
World today. 

Mr. Chanler goes by rail for Key 
West, and will leave that place by 
the first vessel that money can secure 
to take him to a point on the Cuban 
coast which will be conyenient for 
reaching the camp of Gomez. 

The expedition into Cuba will be at 
the expense of Mr. Chanler. His com- 
panions are adventurous, but wealthy 
men. One of them is a German officer 
who came to this country soon after 
the Maine disaster to offer his services 
against the Spaniards in case of war. 

Another member of the little party 
is a man named Galvin, who was with 
Mr. Chanler in his African expedition. 
There are two others, but their names 
are not Known, They are said to be 
wealthy New York men, and for this 
_reason their identity is kept from the 
public. 

Mr. Chanler’s party will be uniformed 
in the garb of the insurgent army, and 
will leave Key West with every pro- 
vision for such a hazardous trip. The 
failure of his regiment ,to be accepted, 
prompted Mr. Chanler to get up this 
expedition.

Col. Garrett of 
Nashville, one of the party from Ten- 
nessee that accompanied the Congres- 
sional delegation, said he prabably 
could raise a company of im nes 
from Chattanooga and Nashvil and 
would take steps to this end at once.

WEYLER’S CLOSE KIN, 


IMPORTANT PRISONER ON BOARD 
A PRIZE SHIP. 
The Argonauta Towed into Key 


West—Movements of the Block- 


ade Fleet—Several Unfortunate 
Accidents Aboard Sampson’s 
Ships. 


* [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KEY WEST, May 3.—The Spanish 
mail steamer Argonauta, Capt. Lago, 
the news of the capture of which was 
telgraphed yesterday, was convoyed 
into Key West Harbor by the. United 
States cruiser Marblehead this after- 
noon. It apepars that Col Vincente de 
Cortijo of the Third Cavalry of Spain, 
who, with nineteen other army officers, 
was taken on the prize, is a brother-in- 
law of Lieut.-Gen. Valeriano Weyler. 
De Cortijo denies this, but it is learned 
from good sources that he sustains this 
relationship to the former Governor- 
General of Cuba. 

The only other incoming prize today 
was the little fishing schooner Antonio 
y Pacio, taken by the gunboat New- 
port off Mariel yesterday, and towed 
in by the gunboat Castine. 

The Castine has proved her »rowess 
as well as the more redoubtable ships 
of the squadron. At 8 o’clock Sunday 


| morning she went into Cabanas and 


anchored only about a mile from the 
fortifications, which are a_ sort of 
composite of fort and blockhouses. 
Then she sent her steam cutter in about 
half a mile, until it was within a thou- 
sand yards of the fort... There the cut- 
ter made soundings and observations 
for half-an hour or more, after ‘vhich 
she returned to the ship wnmolested. 
A number of persons were clearly ob- 
served about the fort. They watched 
the operations with apparent interest, 
but offered no hostiities. 

Two unfortunate accidents, though 
of a minor character, have occurred 
on the ships during the last few days. 
While the flagship New York was ly- 
ing at Matanzas, a sergeant of marines 
dropped his pistol, which exploded, 
the bullet striking William Taylor, a 
first-class apprentice, and passing 
through his stomach and lungs. Tay- 
lor’s condition is serious, but he has a 
chance for recovery. 

This morning while the crew of the 
Cincinnati was drilling in the harbor, 
a ball got mixed with dummy cart- 
ridges, and J. Scomex, a gunner’s mate, 
was shot through the jaw. 

Thes 680 marines who arrived on the 
Panther a few days ago, will be trans- 
ferred to the Resolute, which is shortly 
expecetd from New York. The Panther 
will then be made into an auxiliary 
cruiser. 

THE CASTINDE’S PRIZE.

KEY WEST, May 3, 10:40 a.m.—The 
United States gunboat Castine, Com- 
mander Berry, brought in this morning 
a small prize, the tWwo-masted schooner 
Antonio y Pacio, having on board a 
cargo of fish. The Pacio was captured 
off Mariel yesterday while bound for 
Havana. Only one blank shot was 
necessary to cause the little craft to 
heave to and she was towed in here. 

The Spanish captive officials, Col.

POSSIBLE NAVAL BATTLE. 


Mysterious Cannonading Off 
Newfoundland Coast. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

ST. JOHNS (N, F.,) May 3.—The tele- 
graph operator at Trepassey reports 
concerning the mysterious cannonading 
off that port Saturday night that about 
10 o’clock heavy firing could be dis- 
tinctly heard in the bay south of Tre- 
passey, lasting about fifteen minutes. 
The shots came very quickly after each 
other, some being very loud and heavy, 
sufficient to cause the house to tremble. 
Others were short and sharp, as if from 
lighter pieces. | 

Another cannonading was heard be- 
fore daybreak on Sunday. This lasted 
about twenty minutes. Crowds of peo- 
ple aroused by the first reports, flocked 
to the water’s edge. The first impres- 
sion was that some steamer in distress 
in the bay was firing rockets, but the 
discharges were too heavy and too 
rapid for that. Then it was agreed 
that perhaps there was a naval battle 
in progress. 

About 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon, 
a number of Trepassey people saw a 
large steamer in the offing. They be- 
lieve it was a warship. She was two- 
masted, with two funnels and high in 
the middle. She was about eight miles

off shore, going dead slow and bound 


west. For nearly an hour she was in 
silght. 

In Saturday's night’s cannonading 
from fifty to sixty shots were fired. The 
telegraph operator at Cape Race, 
fifteen miles east of Trepassey, confirms 
the report of the Trepassey operator as 
to the firing of guns between 10 and 11 
o’clock Saturday night. 


TRAGEDY IN CAMP. 


An Alabama Guardsman Shot by a 
Negro in Mobile. Bie, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

MOBILE, May 3.—A riot was“far- 
rowly averted at the State camp of the 
National Guard today. During a dis- 
pute between a private and Louis Reed, 
a negro vender of soft drinks, over the 
payment for a bottle of sodawater. 
Several members of Co. K, Birming- 
ham Rifles, closed in upon the dispu- 
tants. 

The negro, becoming scared, drew a 
pistol and fired into the soldiers,shoot- 
ing down Sergt. Hugh Collins. The ne- 
gro then ran, pursued by 500 soldiers 
and citizens, who ran him to cover un- 
der a doorstep on South Carolina 
street. The negro’s life was probably 
sgved by Adjt.-Gen. Johnson, who ap- 
peared with two drawn revolvers and 
stood the men off until the police could 
take the negro away. 

Sergt. Collins, was shot in the tcm- 
ple and died tonight.

CATHOLICS INDIGNANT. 


They Do Not Like to Be Called 
Spanish Sympathers.

BALTIMORE (Md.,) May 4.—Catho- 
lics here are indignant at what they 
call an effort on the part of the Lon- 
don Daily Mail to place the Catholics 
in this country in a false light. Cardi- 
nal Gibbons said tonight: “These 
statements of the Daily Mail are en- 
tirely misleading. I receive the leading 
Catholic paper of England, the Tablet, 
in which expressions from bishops and 

prominent clergy constantly, appear.

The 
Irish Catholics are almost entirely in 
accord with this sentiment, notwith- 
standing the statements contained in 
the Daily Mail, as cabled to this coun- 
try last night. 

“Catholies in the United States have 
but one sentiment,” concluded His 
Eminence. “Whatever may have been 
their opinions as to the expediency of 
‘the war, now that it is on, they are 
united in upholding the government.” 


A HOSPITAL SHIP. 


Floating Dispensary for the Troops 
That Invade Cuba. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The War 
Department has chartered the steel 
ship Vigilancia to be used for the pur- 

pose of a floating hospital to accom- 
pany the army when it undertakes the 
oecupation of Cuba. The Vigilancia is 
now lying in the Erie Basin, New York, 
where a complete hospital equipment 

ll be installed aboard her. 

Maj. G. H. Torney, surgeon in the 
army, now at West Point, and who was 
formerly assistant surgeon in the army, 
has been directed to report what is 


necessary to fully equip the vessel for 
her work. 

In addition to serving the purpose of 
a hospital ship, the Vigilancia will serve 
as a supply depot, from which requisi- 
tions for medicines for the use of the 
troops in the fleld will be filled. She 
will also carry a large quantity of ice, 
pag is so necessary in tropical coun- 

ries. 


CUBAN POSTAL SERVICE. 


Arrangements Made for Forwarding 
Mail to Our Troops. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Post- 
master-General today issued an crder 
to establish a postal service in the Cu- 
ban port first occupied by the United 
States, and appointed Eben Brewer of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., special agent of the 
department to organize the work. The 
service will cover not only the army 
mails for the troops ordered to Cuba, 
but business mail of the ordinary char- 
acter for the territory temporarily un- 
der the authority of the army. 


SANTA CRUZ POWDER. 


It Was Used at Manila—No Light on 
the Recent Explosion. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SANTA CRUZ, May 3.—No definite 
evidence has been obtained to substan- 
tiate the rumor that the recent explo- 
sion in the powder mis here was 
caused by Spanish spies.

The only delay caused 
by the disaster will be in the manufac- 
ture of infantry smokeless, but there is 
enough of this now on hand to supply 
60,000 men for three months. :

might have been expected from the 
character of the officers and the men 
compeosing the expedition. 


Spanish Immigrants Held. 


NPW YORK, May 3.—There were 
twenty Spanirads on board the Hol- 
land-American ship Werkendam which 
arrived here today from Rotterdam. 
The men, who are said to be farmers 
from the interior of the country with 
which the United States is now at 
war, embarked on the Werkendam at 
Boulogne Sur Mer, and were not at 
that time aware of the existence of 
hostilities between the two nations.

Debate in the Cortes Takes a Very 
Sensntional Turn—Overthrow of 
the Government Seems 
Inevitable. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


MADRID, May 3, 8a.m.—The procla- 


mation of martial lawissued by the Gov- 
ernor-General expressly prohibits the 
publication of any news concerning the 
war or movements of ships of -the 
Spanish navy. 

The city of Madrid is quiet today, 
and things have resumed their normal 
aspect. 

The principal newspapers advise 
calmness, “so as to avoid the unpa- 
triotic spectacle of disturbances when 
Spain’s united forces are required to 
avenge her recent losses." 

Much attention centers in today’s 
debate iff the Chamber and Senate, 
which will be raised by the Republi- 
cans and Carlists, who propose to hold 
the government responsible for the 
country’s position. Although the po- 
sition of certain members of the Cab- 
inet is regarded as unfavorable, it is 
a matter of difficulty to find men who 
are willing to succeed them under the 
present circumstances, All classes are 
demanding that a strong military atti- 
tude be taken up by men capable of 
coping with the present situation. 

Nobody will listen to a proposal of 
peace until Spain has’ had another 
chance of measuring her streng*! with 
that of the United States. 

WARLIKE LANGUACE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

MADRID, May 3, noon.—The procla- 
mation is couched in warlike language, 
beginning: 

“Whereas, Spain, finding herself at 
war with America, the power of the 
civil authorities in Spain is suspended. 

““Wheras, it is necessary to prevent 
any impairment of the patriotic ef- 
forts which are being ma‘e by the na- 
tion with veritable enthusiasm. 

“Article 1. A state of seige in Madrid 
is hereby proclaimed. 

Art. 2. As a consequence of article 1 
all offenses against the publie good, 
those of the press included, will be 
tried by military tribunals. 

Art. 3. In article 2 are included of- 
fenses committed by those who, with- 
out special authority, shall make pup- 
lic anything relative to any operations 
of war whatsoever.” 

Then follow the articles which pro- 
hibt meetings and public demonstra- 
tions. 

MARTIAL LAW UNPOPULAR. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, May 3, noon.—The procla- 
mation of martial law has caused much 
dissatisfaction, it being declared un- 
necessary unless the government has 
information of a secret conspiracy. 
Sunday’s demonstration was trivial, 
even compared with the trifling dis- 
turbances upon the occasion of the 
proclamation of the Cuban armistice. 
The newspaers are particularly discon- 
tented with the state of affairs exist- 


ing, as the mere mention of mili- 
tary operations is punishable severely. 
Groups of people whic gather 


around the spots where the martial 
law proclamation is posted promptly 
disperse, laughing when they read the 
article prohibitng public gatherings. 

All interest is now centered in the 
debates in the Cortes. 

GUARDS DOUBLED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 

MADRID, May 3.—As a precaution- 
ary measure, in view of the excite- 
ment which may follow the debates to- 
day in the Cortes, the troops of the 
garrison have been confined to the 
barracks, and the guards at all the 
public buildings have been doubled. 
The captain-general at Madrid, an im- 
passive, energetic man, will, it is said, 
carry out martial law in a stern man- 


ner. 
WEYLER’S WAIL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. ] 
MADRID, May 3, noon.—An article 
written by Gen. Weyler has appeared 


in a newspaper at Palma, capital of the 


Island of Majorica, where the general 
was born, and where his home is sit- 
uated. The general says that if the 
government had been prepared, Spain 
would now be covered with glory. 
Continuing, Gen. Weyler asserts that 
the “Spanish army and navy are su- 
perior in discipline to the. Yankees.” 

Gen. Weyler then accuses the Span- 
ish government of weakness, and con- 
cludes with making pessimistic predic- 
tions regarding the future. 


BRITISH PROTECTION SCORNED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, May 3.—In Congress today 
a “resolution of homage” in honor of 
those killed in the naval engagement 
oft Cavite was adopted unanimously. 

The message from the Queen Regent 
was then adopted, the Republicans, 
Carlists and Conservatives voting in 
the negative. The offical account of 
the battle by Capt.-Gen. Augusti, is 
communicated, as is the offer of the 
British Consul-General at Manila to 
place all Chinese subjects in the Phil- 
ippines under the protection of the 
British flag. 

Capt.-Gen. Augusti wires that the 
British Consul called upon him to say 
that he would take the Chinese sub- 
jects in the Philippines under the pro- 
tection of the British flag to. safe- 
guard their lives and property. The 
captain-general added that a number 
of rich and influential Chinese at Ma- 
nila had assured him that thev were 
satisfied with the protection of Spain. 

‘Moret, Minister of the Colonies, re- 
plied to Capt.-Gen. Augusti that there 
was no reason to accept the protecto- 
rate which the British Consul wishes 
to exercise. The British Consul’s offer 
has been communicated to the powers. 

The government apparently sees 
some deep-laid machinatiom on the 
part’ of Great Britain, for the official 
note says: 

“This news caused surprise, although 
people are accustomed to the methods 
of those who) direct British interests.” 

The question is asked: “What can 
be the object of the British? The Chi- 
nese are not in a position to expect 
this or any other protectorate, but the 
British take it upon themselves to be 
the protectors of the Celestial empire 
against the French, Russians and Ger- 
mans, undoubtedly to acquire a new 
title to the protectorate of Chinese in 
the Philippines. The Spanish govern- 
ment cannot accept the rule offered it, 
and rejects the proposition, at the 
same time informing the powers, who

“The ministers met at Sefior Sa- 
gasta’s residence yesterday evening, 
and -the Premier communicated tu 
them the result of his interview with 
the Queen Regent. 

“The Queen Regent and the Cabinet 
had agreed that the Cortes should con- 
tinue in session. 

“Sefior Salaron has given notice that 
he will interpellate the government on 
the events in the Philippines, and Pre- 
mier Sagasta will reply, voicing the in- 
tions of the Queen’s government to 
pursue the war to the bitter end. 

“It is ‘rumored that Sefior Gasset 
will propose that the present Minister 
of Marine, Admiral Bermejo, and his 
predecessor, Admiral Bernager be 
forced to assume responsibility for the 
Philippine disaster.

NO IDEA OF SURRENDER.

LONDON, May 3.—It is announced 
in a cable from Madrid that there is 
no idea of surrender there, either in 
ministerial circles or amohg the popu- 
lace. On the contrary, it is added the 
war is to be pursued with greater 
vigor. 

The special dispatch adds that it is 
even stated at Madrid by those who 
are responsible for the naval mdve- 
ments that it has been determined to 
avoid isolated combats on equal terms 
with a superior enemy, and that they 
now intend to throw the whole wnited 
naval strength of Spain into one su- 
preme effort to crush the American 
squadron in Cuban waters. 

Contintiing, the dispatch says: “Un- 
til an engagement is fought no pro- 
posal for intervention will be lis- 
tened to.”’ 

OUTFITTING SHIPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, May ! 3.—A Cadiz dis- 
patch says that the second Spanish 
squadron, consisting of the warships 
Pelayo, Alfonso XIII and Vittoria and 
a number of smaller ships, has nearly 
compieted its preparations for active 
service. It is reported, however, that 
greag difficulty is experienced in fit- 
ting ‘out the ships, owing to lack of 
money. British engineers have refused 
to serve on board of them, owing, it 
is said, to the belief that they are lia- 
ble to heavy punishment under the 
foreign enlistment act. 

The Spanish auxiliary cruiser Guarda 
has it is announced, taken fourteen 
guns on board, and is now on a trial 
cruise. 


FOREIGN COMMENT. 


Reported the British Government 
Advices “Honorable Submission,’ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 


NEW YORK, May 32.—A dispatch to the 
World from London says that the report was 
current in the House of Commons at mid- 
night that an official telegram had been re- 
ceived at the Foreign Office from the British 
Consul-General at Manila announcing the 
capitulation of Manila. 

The story is unconfirmed, but it is known 
that several cable messages passed between 
Balfour and the British Ambassador at Ma- 
drid, in which the British government is un- 
derstood to have advised the Spanish Cabinet 
that an honcrable submission is the best 
way of safeguarding Spanish interests im the 
Philippines, as well as those uf other powers 
concerned. 

W. Ellison Macartney, Secretary of the 
British Admiralty, said in rep!y to an inquiry 
whether any special significance attaches to 
the reported movement of the British chan- 
nel squadron to the Canaries: “The call at 
the Canaries is within the ordinary routine.

LONDON, May 3.—The majority of the im- 
portant British provincial papers today pay 
warm tributes to the conduct of Commodore 
Dewey and the United States fleet at Manila. 

Sir John Colomb, a high maval authority. 
said: “From tbe accounts avaliable, I 
gather that the Spanish fleet is destroyed 
conmipletely and in every respect. I daresay 
that when we receive informaticn from nen- 
Spanish sources. in its completecess it will 
be even more striking. What appears to me 
and those with whom | have discussed the 
news, the most disgraceful feuture of the 
action is the failure of the Spanish batteries 
to give effective assistance to their fleet. Of 


course the fleet itself was entirely outclassed. 
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But that does not account for Dewey being 
permitted to enter the harbor, which is pro- 
vided with modern defenses. 

“The fact that Dewey was abie to 
form up the squadron for the block- 
ade of Manila immediately after de- 
feating the Spanish fleet proves that 
his ships could have sustained no material 
injury. The result of this engagement sus- 
tains the view I expressed to the world some 
time since, that the $ iards are ro match 
whatever for the Americans either in strategy 
or with the use of modern weapons of war.’

SPIRITED SPEECHES. 


DEMOCRATIC DISCORD CROPS 
. OUT IN THE HOUSE. 


An Otherwise Uneventful and Unin- 
teresting Session Develops into 
a Party Ruction. 


SOME PICTURESQUE ORATORY. 


JAMES HAMILTON LEWIS GOES FOR 
AMOS CUMMINGS, 


The Gothamite Makes a Character- 
istic Reply—Champ Clark and 
Others Reel Off Large Chunks 
of Chin Music. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—What prom- 
ised to be an uneventful and uninter- 
esting session of the House was thrown 
suddenly, after three hours of consid- 
eration of private bills, into a session 
of spirited speechmaking among Demo- 
cratic members, that savored at times 
much of acrimony. The storm was pre- 
ciptated by Mr. Lewis (Dem.) of Wash- 
ington, who referred in the course of a 
speech to the recent vote of Mr. Cum- 
mings of New York, in support of the 
War Revenue Bill, with its incorpor- 
ated bond feature. He made reference 
to Mr. *Cummings’s assertion that this 
period was a time for placing the coun- 
try above party, intimating that the 
New York member had served the Re- 
publican party. This, perhaps, contrib- 
uted to the satisfaction of unpatriotic 
monopolists and capitalists. 

This brought an impassioned speech 
in reply from Mr. Cummings, inter- 
spersed with some sarcastic comments 
that intensified the interest and called 
an outpouring of members from the 
cloakrooms. 

Mr. Clark (Dem.) of Missouri entered 
the lists and proceeded to criticise un- 
reservedly the six Democrats who had 
voted for the Revenue Bill on its pas- 
sage, and questioned their Democracy. 
Messrs. Fitzgerald of Massachusetts 
and McAleer of Pennsylvania, two 
other Democrats who voted for the bill, 
were heard in defense of their votes 
and in refutation of the imputations of 
the Missouri member. 

Just before the recess until a night 
session was taken, the leader of the 
Democrats, Mr. Bailey of Texas, spoke 
briefly in deprecatiqn of the wrangling 
of Democratic members, as being sub- 
ject to misconstruction, indicative of 
more serious differences within the 
party than really existed. He reviewed 
the record to show that no appreciable 
ground for such construction existed.

MR.* LEWIS SPEAKS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Mr. Lewis 
(Dem.) of Washington was recognized 
during the consideration of a private 
pension bill, and addressed the House 
concerning it against freely removing 
disabilities from those who participated 
in the civl war, and, proceeding, spoke 
generally in denunciation of men and 
corporations who would seize upon the 
existence of war as an opportunity to 
form trusts and use the extremity of 


the government to secure improper 
profits. 
Mr. Lewis cautioned the House 


against yielding too readily to the cry 
of patriotism as a justification for the 
passage of so-called emergency meas- 
ures. He declared patriotism was being 
used where reason did not exist to force 
unmeritorious propositions through the 
House. He referred to members who 
“speak magnificently and vote un- 
happily,” and begged the House not to 
forget to look always to the funda- 
mental principle and justice underlying 
every proposition. 

During his speech, Mr. Lewis referred 
to a statement from Mr. Cummings 
(Dem.) of New York, in speaking of his 
vote on the resolution that now was 
a time to place the country above par- 
tisanship, intimating that Mr. Cum- 
mings was ready to put the country 
above the Democratic party, but not 
above the Republican party. 


MR. CUMMINGS'’S REPLY.‘ 


Mr. Cummings replying, declared with 
much force that he was, in the time 
of the country’s need, and at all times, 
an American and a Democrat. “I ad- 
mire,”” said the New York member, 
good humoredly, ‘“‘the gentleman from 
Washington. His raiment is spotless, 
his hirsute adornments are exquisite 
and even his spats are effulgent, all in 
delightful accord with the finish and 
brilliance of his intellect.”’ 

Proceeding, he declared, it was the 


} duty of members intent upon asserting 


that their government’s agents were 
corrupt in administration, first to pro- 
duce their evidence, lay it before the 
House and not rush to bold assertion 
without substance, Slander of the gov- 
ernment, either by direct assertion or 
insinuation, was too serious an occupa- 
tion to be entered upon lightly. 
Speaking of his support of the rev- 
enue measure embodying the bond pro- 
visions, Mr. Cummings said it was to 
authorize the President to issue the 
bonds in the nature of a popular loan,,. 


rather than to deny the express au-’ 


thority to the country of a war emer- 
gency loan, with a bond issue prob- 
ably unavoidable and subject to the 
absolute dictation of a syndicate later 
on. 

Mr. Lewis disavowed any purpose to 
reflect seriously upon the patriotic mo- 
tives of the New York member. His 
references to him were only in citing 
that his criticism had been directed at 
the monopolies whom the press had 
declared already used, and expected to 
use the war emergency as a source of 
unholy profit. 


AN ATTACK ON CLEVELAND. 


Mr. Clark (Dem.) of Missouri, made 
guite a vigorous attack upon ex-Pres- 
ident Cleveland and denied that he 
was a Democrat. Speaking of Mr. Cum- 
mings’s speech, Mr. Clark said it was 
the most outrageous that had been made 
on the floor of the House. He charac- 
terized the votes of Mr. Cummings and 
other Democrats who -voted for the 
Bond Bill as. unparalleled. He said

OF THE WAR. 


Secretary Gage Thinks a Bond Issue 
Necessary to Meet It. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REIPORT.1 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance resumed its sit- 
ting at 10:30 a.m. today, hearing Secre- 
tary Gage on the necessity for in- 
cluding in the War-Revenue Bill 
authority for the issuance of bands. 
The Secretary supplied the committee 
with all the information in his pos- 
session as to the cost of the war to 
date, and also the best estimates ob- 
tainable of future expenses. 

Secretary Gage teld the committee 
that the best estimates obtainable in- 
dicate that for the next two months 
the war will increase the govern- 
mental expenditure about $50,000,000. 
By that time the entire amount in 
the treasury, with the exception of the 
gold reserve, would be exhausted, and 
the $30,000,000 of the reserve also taken, 

Mr. Gage also stated it to be his 
opinion that the revenues would de- 
crease on account of the war. In view 
of these facts he considered an author- 
ization for the issue of bonds neces- 
sary. He said no estimate had been 
made of the cast of war for a year, 
hence, as no one could say how long 
it would continue. 

Secretary Gage told the committee 
that he had not been furnished any 
accurate estimates of the cost of the 
war by the War and Navy depart- 
ments, and the committee then decided 
to summon the heads of those two de- 
partments for the purpose of getting 
their ideas. 

Secretary Alger told the Finance 
Committee that he thought $150,000,000 
would be sufficient for the extraordinary 
expense of the War Department for the 
next year, occasioned by the Spanish 
war. 

Secretary Long said he had not the 
data upon which to furnish the com- 
mittee with estimates for his depart- 
ment, but that he would send a com- 
munication covering the points. 

When the committee adjourned to- 
night there was no certainty when the 
work on the War Revenue Bill would 
be concluded... The Democrats had not 
offered any other propositions and the 
bond provision had not been taken up 
with a view of disposing of it. The 
only two points of importance which 
are regarded as settled are that the 
tonnage tax will go out and that the 
tobacco-tax provision will be so modi- 
fied as to exempt stock on hand. 


NAVAL EXPENDITURES. 


Another Big: Item Added to the 
Urgent Deficiency Bill. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy has sent to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury for transmis- 
sion to Congress, to be included in thé 
Urgent Deficiency Bill, the estimates 
of © appropriations required by the 
Navy Department to complete the 
service of the current fiscal] year, and 
the next fiscal year ending June 30, 
1899, amounting to $18,470,000. This is 
in addition to the $34,019,998 asked for 
last week by the Secretary of War. 

The items specified are as follows: 
Coast signal system, etc., $75,000: 
equipment of vessels, including coal, 
eic., $1,000,000; steain machinery, labor 
and material for repairing vessels, 


etc., $1,245,000; Construction ana re- 
and material for repairing vessels, 
pair of vessels, etc., $1,500,000; 
for + ordnace and stores, -ete., 


$400,000; for purchase of contingent 
stores, tansportation, of supplies, etc., 
1898, $50,000: same for 1899, $200,000; 
provisions, labor, pay officers, etc., 
1898, $1,000,000; same for 1899, $3,000,000. 

For keeping vessels attached to the 
Asiatic squadron provisioned and sup- 
plied with coal, ammunition and stores, 
the transportaton of which, the Sec- 
retary says, will probably necessitate 
at least the charter and possibly the 
purchase of a number of suitable ves- 
sels, also to increase the number of 
small craft attached to the various 
squacrons, or to replace such as may 
be disabled, and to meet contingenies 
that cannot be foreseen, $10,000.000. To- 
tal $18,470,000. 

This estimate will be sent to Congress 
at once. 


Fortifications Appropriation. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Forti- 
fications Appropriation Bill has been 
agreed on in conference, carrying a 
total of $9,377,494. The Senate receded 
from all its new legislation put in the 
bill, and the House receded from dis- 
agreement to Senate inereases.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The French 
Ambasasdcr, M. Jules Cambon, has re- 
ceived a dispatch from the Foreign 
Office at Paris stating that the French 
Ambassador at Madrid, M. Patenotre, 
has forwarded official details of the 
Spanish reverse at Manila based on 
the latest Spanish advices. 

This report states that the Spanish 
cruisers Reina MariaChristinaeaend Cas 
tilla were totally burned up after be- 
ing set on fire by the bombs from the 
enemy’s (American) ships. Two smaller 
ships, the dispatch states, were sunk in 
order to avoid falling into the hands of 
the enemy.

GOVERNMENT TO SEND TROOPS TO 
THE PHILIPPINES. 


Five Thousand Men to Go from the 
Pacifi©e Slope—Coal and Other 
Supplies to Be Dispatched toa 
Commodore Dewey’s Fleet. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Cabi- 
net meeting today resulted in a de- 
cision to await a report of Commedcr2 
Dewey, and then to. send him the 
number of sroops he deemps necessary 
to enforce Yur control of the Philip- 
pines.

The administration has practically 
decided to occupy the Philippines with 
@ Strong military force as soon as pos- 
sible after Commodore Dewey's re- 
port, which is expected by tomorrow. 
has been received. For this purpose 
the Pacific Slope troops will be used, 
and it is expected that at least 5000 
will be en route within the next ten 
days. 

There does not seem to be any doubt 
as to the government’s purpose to hold 
the islends pending a final settlement 
With Spain, when they will be used as 
a collateral to secure the payment to 
the United States of a war indemnity. 

High officials are of the opinion that 
none of the powers will seriously dis- 
pute our right to make such final dis- 
position of the islands as suits our 


purpose in the enforcement of war 
claims against Spain, and in any 
event this government will he pre- 


pared to contest any point which may 
be raised on this score. 

As indicated in Secretary Long’s re- 
quest today for an emergency appro- 
priation, the government wil! take 
steps at once to supply Commodore 
Dewey’s fleet with provisions and sup- 
plies, including ammunition and coszl, 
and to this end will d'spatch at the 
earliest possible moment, a sufficient 
number of ships to supply amply a/l 
possible needs of the Asiatic squad- 
ron. 

These supnites will be forwarded 
withcut waiting a decision of the qu>s- 
tion as to whether or not troops shal! 
be sent out to relieve the Commodore 
of the necessity of policing Manila 
with the men from his fleet. One ship 
hes been secured already as a coliier. 
It is said to be a much fleeter vessel 
than those usually so employed, but it 
will take her about three weeks to 
reach Manila. and she may stop en 
route at Honolulu to replenish her own 
coal supply from the large accumula- 
tion held there by Admiral Miller. 

It may be that the department in 
case of further need will try to secure 
more coal for the American Philippine 
fleet from a nearer and cheaper source 
than California. It is believed that 
there is nothing in the neutrality laws 
that prevents a merchant from ship- 
ring coal to a  ~»belligerent power, 
though a warship of such belligerent is 
restricted in taking on_ such coal] in 
the neutral port. Of coltrse the mer- 
chant would meke the shipment at his 
own risk, for the coal probably would 
be held to be contraband by the Span- 
iards. 

As matters stand after Admiral 
Dewey’s success, there is no Spanish 
fleet left to sieze such a ship so that 
it would be easy to compensate the 
coel merchants for the smaller risks 
incurred by shipping coal to the Amer- 
ican fleet at the Philippines. Tt ts 
said at the Navy Department that 
plenty of supericr coal can be secured 
in this manner in the Asiatic ports at 
an average price of $10 per ton, while 
a very high-grade coal can be had in 


large quantities from New South Wales 


at low figures. Howeevr, the Navy 
Department will not rely on any source 
outside of the first shipment, but will 
start one steamer from San Francisco 
as soon as she can be loaded. 

Although without confirmation from 
any official source, the navy officials 
are disposed to attach some credit to 
the statement coming from Paris that 
at the. jast accounts from Manila the 
American fleet waa firing upon Cor- 
regidor Island. This island lies in the 
outer entrance to the harbor of Manila, 
and ts about twenty-five miles hlow 
the eity. It is,erowned by a light- 
house and has several modern guns in 
place, 

While not a serious menace to the 
American fleet, so long as the latter 
lies far above tn the vicinity of the 
city, the existence of the fort at a 
place commanding this line of com- 
munication could not long be toler- 
ated by the Commodore, for it would 
endanger any unarmed ship seeking to 


reach the fleet, and in a measure 
would prevent supplies from com- 
ing in.

EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON MAKES A 
PATRIOTIC SPEECH, 


ie Congratulates the Indiana Militia 
tpon the Part They are About 
to Take in Freeing Caba and 
Succoring the Reconcentrados.

INDIANAPOLIS, May 3.—This after- 
noon at Camp Mount, where 5000 In- 
diana volunteers are assembied, Gen. 
Harrison made his first public utter- 
ance on the war in presenting a flag to 
Battery A, on behalf of the society 
ladies, 

After complimenting the officers and 
men of the battery upon their ef- 
fictency in drill, Gen. Harrison said: 
“You have, as a trained and organized 
militia, @ great advantage over the 
volunteers of 1861-62. Our foes now are 
not, thank God, those of our own house- 
hold. That was a war for the life of 
the Union; this a war for humanity; 
that for ourselves; this for the op- 
pressed of another race. 

“We could not escape this conflict. 
Spanish rule had become effete. We 
dare not say that we have God’s come 
mission to deliver the oppressed the 
world around. To the distant Armen- 
ians, we could send only the succor of 
a faith that overcomes death and the 
alleviations which the nurse and the 
commissary can give. 

‘But the oppressed Cubans and theirs 
starving women and children are 
knocking at our doors; their cries pen- 
etrate our slumbers. They are closely 
within what we have defined to be the 
sphere of American influence. We 
save said, ‘To us, not to Europe,” and 
we cannot shrink the responsibility ang 
the dangers of this old and settled 
American policy. 

“We have, asa nation, toward Cuba, 
the same high commission which every 
brave-hearted man has to strike down 
the ruffian who in hig presence beats 
a woman or a child and will not de-. 
sist. For what, if not for this, does God 
mak a man or a nation strong? 

“We have disclaimed in the face of 
the nations of Europe, who are now 
dividing continents much as hungry 
boys might divide a melon, that we 
have no purpose to seize and appro- 
priate Cuba. We go to set her free, 
to give to her own people that which 
we have claimed and established for 
ourselves—the right to set up and main- 
taina government suitable to their own 
necessities, controlled by their owm 
suffrages. 

“We covet from her, as from all the 
nations of America, only the offices 
of good neighbors and the fair and 
neutral exchange of commerce. We do 
not deny dominion to Europe in ordes 
to seize it for ourselves. But we may 
justly, I think, in the West Indies ang 
in the Far Eastern seas, where our 
lant navy has won so splendid a vice 
tory. hold some little unpeopled har- 
bors where our cruising warships may 
coal and find refuge when in distress. 

“TI do not doubt that speedily—though 
no man can set the times which God 
plans—thet this great work to which 
the United States addressed itself wil] 
be completely and permanently accome- 
plished. I congratulate you, my y 
friends, that you are to have a pa 
in it. I challenge your interest and 
your duty, that you may acquit your- 
selves Like men; that you enter upon 
your duties with seriousness and @ 
sense of obligation which will make 


| you efficient and victorious in your 


campaign. Let us not forget that there 
is in all this a moral impulse, and that 
the soldier who goes from this high 
impulse of moral courage is the best 
soldier after all. 

“These women send you to the suc- 
cor of the starving and oppressed 
women of Cuba. They cannot carry 
the flag into battle, but they bring it 
to you, who can. And to the signifi- 
cance and glory of the national emblem 
they add the beauty of their love ang 
the charge that you bear it in honor 
and bring it home in triumph.”

SPAIN’S MADNESS. 

“Whom the gods would destroy 
they first make mad,” runs the prov- 
erb. Assuming the saying to be 
true, it is evident that the kingdom 
of Spain is marked for destruction. 
The fact that Spain has seen fit to 
risk the hazard ‘of war with the 
United States, and that she persists 
in the declared intention to pursue 
this war to the bitter end, is in- 
dubitable evidence of madness. If 
this purpose be persisted in, the 
end will indeed be bitter for the 
kingdom of Spain. 

The cause of Spain in this con- 
flict is absolutely without hope of vic- 
tory, or even of vindication. So surely 
as the sun illuminates the blue dome 
of heaven, the arms of Spain will go 
down in crushing defeat before the 
determined foe whom she has aroused 
to action. In vain she will hurl her 
desperate~edlumns against the power 
which is in every respect her supe- 
rior. Hey fleets will be shattered; 
her armfes will be overthrown. The 
frantic bravery cf her fighting forces 
will avail but little as against the 
calm courage and the superior strat-: 
egy of the American arms, When 
Spain accepted the gage of battle, no 
prophet was needed to forecast the 
result. ‘The end was clearly apparent 
from the beginning. If Spanish eyes 
had not been so hopelessly obscured 
by Spanish pride (misnamed 
“honor,”’) the fatal mistake could 
and would have been avoided. Spain 
might have retired from Cuba with- 
out ignominy. and with a handsome 
she so. elected, 
instead of subjecting herself to the 
humiliating and painful experience of 
being unmercifully punished and then 
ejected.

THE WAR'S PROGRESS. 

A few weeks ago there was a great 
deal of grumbling on the part of a 
mote or less numerous class of citi- 
zens—mostly composed of persons 
who know very little of the science 
of war—beceuse, in the their opinion, 
the preliminaries of the inevitable 
war between the United States and 
Spain were not moving along at a 
fast enough = gait. These would-be 
critics and nascent military tacticians 
}apparently expected the vast ma- 
chinery of war to be set Jn mction 
on twenty-four to forty-eight hours’ 
notice, and that a great naval battle 
/ should be an every-day occurrence. 

While the demands of these im- 
petuous and bellicose noncombatants 
may ngt all have been complied with, 
‘it is a noticeable fact that their 
grumbling has grown less and less, 
until it has about reached the van- 
ishing point. The progress of events, 
since the formal declaration of war, 
has evidently been nearly or quite 
swift enough to satisfy even these 
exacting critics. At any rate, they 
have been*quite effectively silenced, 
and this fact is not least among the 
compensating features of the war. 

The formal declaration of war 
was in the form of a bill, which 
passed Congress on April 24 and was 
promptly signed by the President. 
That was just ten days ago. today. 
| During these ten history-making 
days, “enterprises of great pith and 
moment” have been inaugurated and 
are moving steadily forward toward 
consummation. Havana has been in- 
vested by a powerful fighting squad- 
ron; the Spanish fleet has been de- 
stroyed in Philippine waters; numer- 
ous prizes and prisoners of war have 
been taken; a number of the enemy's 
zuns in Cuban coast defenses have 
been silenced and their fortifications 
destroyed; an army of 20,000 veterans 
has been assembled at convénient 
points along the south Atlantic coast, 
ready to embark at an hour’s notice 
for the invasion of Cuba; a volun- 
teer army numbering in all about 
140,000 men, has been called out and 
will be fully mobilized within a few 
days; an authorization has been is- 
sued for increasing the regular army 
to 61,000 men, on a war footing, and 
throughout the country preparations 
for offense and defense are going for- 
ward on a colossal scale and’ with 
wonderful rapidity. 

It is no wonder that the grumblers 
have been shamed into silence. The 
transformation of the United States 
from a peaceful to a warlike nation 
has been magical. Results have been 
achieved in days which it would 
have taken almost any other nation 
weeks or months to accomplish. The 


campaign is in full progress, and 
from this time on it will without 
doubt be pushed with a degree of 


vigor and aggressiveness which will 
amoze the civilized world and carry 
dismay and disaster to the enemy. 
There is every reason to believe 
that before the end of the present 
week the Stars and Stripes will be 
floating over Matanzas or some other 
port on the Cuban coast. and that 
the nucleus of an army of occupation 


will have been firmly established 
upon Cuban soil, forming a base of 
operations from which we can swiftly 


| and surely extend our~ control 
throughout the island. If, in the 
mean time, the Spanish fleet dares 


to come forth and give us battle. the 
issue of the war may be speedily de- 
termined. Any fleet that the enemy 
can send against us will almost cer- 
tainly meet the fate that was dealt 
out to the Spanish fleet at Manila by 
Ccmmodore Dewey's fateful guns. 

The war is progressing  satisfac- 
torily, and as rapidly as can reason- 
ably be expected by the most furious 
of noncombatants. The whilom fault- 
finders are so busy keeping track of 
the war news that they haven’t much 
time for grumbling. 


It is to the credit of the Spanish 
Sailors at Manila that they went 
down fighting like heroes, but they 
deserved better of fate than to fall 
in defense of the most cruel and bar- 
barous monarchy on the face of God's 
green earth. But valor is ever to be 
admired and applauded, and although 
the sailors of Spain fell in an in- 
glorious cause, let us say of them. 
as is befitting, that they did not show 
the white feather. There is that 
much of glory in the disastrous de- 
feat that overtook the Spanish fleet. 
Which. was probably as rotten as 


Weylerism, which is the superlative 
of the term. s 
A Cuban correspondent writes 


about a Spanish girl in Havana whose

ROMAN CATHOLIC SENTIMENT. 

The gratuitous information cabled 
over to this country from England 
to the effect that Roman Catholic 
sentiment in Ireland is opposed to 
America in its present contest with 
Spain is, in all probability, not worth 
the cost of the cable tolls. It is 
known of all men that the Catholics 
in Americ® are crowding the enlist- 
ment offices in their eagerness to go 
to the front for the disenthrallment 
of Cuba, and through press and pul- 
pit and through the voice of the lay- 
man the people of that religion are 
showing as much zeal and enthusiasm 
for the great cause now in process 
of settlement as any class of our 
population. As for the Irish race in 
America, they have ever been the 
most loyal of our citizens. There 
was not a battlefield of the last great 
war without a host of gallant wearers 
of the shamrock in the hottest of the 
fighting, and Phil Sheridan, an Irish- 
American and a Roman Catholic, was 
but a sample of the men of Irish na- 
tivity or descent who brought glory 
to the arms of the Union, that had 
the battle of Cedar Creek as one of 
its most memorable and glorious in- 
cidents. As there is scarcely a fam- 
ily in Ireland that has not a repre- 
sentative of it under our flag, it is 
safe to assume that the sentiment of 
the transplanted Irishman the 
sentiment of his people at home. 

All this talk about the Catholics of 
Ireland being “ag’in the government” 
of America in this crisis may there- 
fore be put down as idle talk, or a 
slander made out of whole cloth. No 
man would» care to lead a better 
brigade or division into battle under 
the rippling splendor of Old Glory 
than one composed of Irish Catholics, 
and he could depend upon their valor 
and loyalty, so long as there re- 
mained a fragment of his command 
alive to front the foe. Wild guesses 
about the sentiments of a people as 
a whole with regard to any question 
are of as much value as a wild guess 


on any subject, and no more. We 
have the utmost confidence in the 
patriotism of Americans of all na- 


tionalities, and in the sympathy of 
the relatives they have left on the 
other side of the water, particularly 
of the Irish and Germans, whose 
loyalty has been established on many 
a bloody field; and this slander from 
a foreign’ source is resented with 
scorn.

ette Hotel, was terribly stabbed last 
night by a Basque sheep héfder named 
José Miguel Rementeria.

When Germain went to the man’s 
room to’ give him some medicine last 
night, Rementeria jumped from be- 
hind the door and stabbed Germain 
sixteen times with a pocket-knife. 

Germain’s— cries for assistance 
brought a number of men from the 
bar-room of the hotel, and the fren- 
zied Basque was overpowered and 
taken to jail. His actions since- his 
arrest lead to the belief that he is in- 
sane. Germain’s wounds are serious, 
but the doctors have hopes that they 
will not prove fatal. 


WHEAT DUTIES SUPPRESSED. 


French Court of Agriculture Decides 
to Favor Such Action, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PARIS, May 3.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
The Court of Agriculture has decided 
to favor the suppression of wheat duties 
at French ports until July 1. The 
Premier, M. Meline, will submit the 
council’s decision to the Cabinet, which 
is expected to adopt it immediately.

PARIS, May ?.—The French Cabinet 
today on the recommendation of the 
council of Agricultural Department, ap- 
proved the suppression of the duties 
on wheat at French ports until July 1. 
From that time a duty of several francs 
will be imposed without abatement. 
The suppression of the wheat duties 
commences tomorrow. 


REAR-ADMIRAL WALKER. 


Althcugh Retired, He May. Again 
Come to the Front. 


[St. Louis Republic:] Rear-Admi- 
ral John G. Walker, retired, for fif- 
teen years has been by far the most 
powerful single factor in naval af- 
fairs. He was the foster son of the 
late Senator Grimes of Iowa, though a 
Vermonter by birth, and is a foster 
brother and chum of Senator Allison 
of Iowa, who married a daughier of 
Grimes. Allison has been chairman of 
the Committee on Appropriations for 
eighteen or twenty years. Through 
Allison’s influence, Walker has had 
opportunities, and he has improved 
them. He is a man of great native 
force, and would be a commanding 
figure among men in any walk of life. 

Admiral Walker has a most strik- 
ing personality. About 6 feet 4 inches 
tall, he is spare in flesh, broad-framed, 
with square shoulders and erect car- 
riage; light complexion, blue eyes over- 
hung by shaggy, yellow brows, a suit 
of magnificent yellow side whiskers 
with heavy, flowing mustache; fore- 
head broad and low, nose thin, straight 
and sensitive; square jaws and fea- 
tures showing firmness and intellect- 


uality. He speaks with a_ typical 
down-East drawl, which is often 
amusing to strangers, but his vigor 


of expression, always verging upon 
the dominant and the brusque, soon 
dispels the sense of levity for a more 
serious interest. He haa in perfect 
development what is known in the ser- 
vice as the hahjt of command, that 
elusive quality, so difficult to incucalte 
successfully in the young men in 
training at the naval academy for 
commissions in the navy. 

Admiral Walker was not the bright- 
est scholar in his class, but he far 
outstripped them all in later achieve- 
ments. He studied hard, and was 
thought to be consumptive, from over- 
work, when the time came to grad- 
uate; but he was permitted to pass, 
in spite of ominous bleeding at the 
lungs, for which he had been treated. 
Today, 43 years after. this moment 
of doubt and hesitation on the part of 
the naval academy authorities, the 
consumptive cadet is the finest-ap- 
pearing specimen of physical manhood 
in the naval service. 

Soon after Capt. Walker became chief 
of navigation in the Navy Depart- 
ment, an incident occurred, which 
gives a side-light to his character. A 
certain young Washington dude, with 
friends who were socially influential, 
secured a clerkship in the department, 
and it so happened that he was as- 
signed to Walker’s’ bureaw The 
young man had frequently met the 
chief out in society, and had always 
been politely treated by the doughty 
seaman, the relation was 
changed from sociability in the draw- 
ing-room to chief and subordinate in 
official service, things were quite dif- 
ferent. 

The clerk came in one morning, with 

a gush of palaver, shook hands with 
Walker, and asked as to how he should 
address him in their “official’’ capac- 
ity,” “foah, yo’ knaw, commadoah, 
i've had no experience in this mat- 
ah as yet.” 
The took his long whis- 
kers, one in each hand, with thumbs 
in the armholes of his vest, as was 
his habit on occasion, and looked at 
the clerk a moment amusedly. Then, 
with his inimitable nasal drawl, he 
replied, sharply: 

“Wa'al, Mr. ——, some people call 
me Commodore Walker, some call me 
Capt. Walker, still others call me Mr. 
Walker, and I am told, though I 
know nothing about it personally, that 
quite a section of the community calls 
me d—d —— — ——! You can take 
your choice, young man, and, mean- 
while, proceed to your desk; and when 
I want to see you again, I'll send for 
you,!”’ 


What Cuba Irs, 


[New York Tribune:] The two east- 
ern provinces of Cuba are privet cally 
free and are commonly called “Cuba 
Libre.” Spanish garrisons still exist 
there, because they are supported and 
supplied by forces in other parts of the 
island. These two provinces, Santiago 
de Cuba and Puerto Principe, are im 
area more than half the habitable part 
of the whole island, and yet have not 
over a fifth of its population. Santiago 
de Cuba had, according to the last cen- 
sus, 272,319 inhabitants, of whom 157,- 
980 were white, and Puerto Principe 
had only 67,789, of whom 52,232 were 
white. None of the ports declared 
blockaded by the President’s proclama- 
tion are in these provinces. i 

Cienfuegos, the only port. blockaded 
on the southern shore of the island, is 
in Santa Clara province, and is the 
meeting point of four railways. Ex- 
cepting Havana, this is the most pop- 
ulous province, having 354,122 inhabi- 
tants, of whom 244,345 are white. 
railroad crossing the island to Sagua la 
Grande is of military importance, 
though Spain would find it of ne use 
if American troops were once firmly 
lodged on the island west of Santa 
Mara. This province and Pinar del 
Rio, at the west end of the island, have 
been largely held by the insurgents, 
but not entirely. The westernmost 
point covered by the blockade, Bahia 
Honda, is in the province of Pinar del 
Rio, but near its eastern limit, and the 
population of that province is 225,291, of 
which 167,160 are white. 

There remain the two provinces of 
Havana and Matanzas, covering in 
length abaut 140 miles of the narrowest 
part of the island, but having nearly 
half the entire population of Cuba, 
Havana province has 451,928 inhabi- 
tants. of whom 344,417 are white, and 
Matanzas 259.570. of whom 143,169 are 
white. the colored population being 


greater in the latter than in any other 


province. Cardenas, the wmost eastern

Cuba. is about half-way between the 
eastern and western borders of Matan- 
zas. d has been considered an eligi- 
ble point for the landing of troops, as 
it is not fortified, and is the terminus 
of two railways. The road thence to 
Matanzas is not very difficult, judging 
from military maps, though it runs, in 
coun- 

trv. 
Practically the entire hold of Spain 
in Cuba depends on its strength in the 
two provinces of Havana and Matan- 
zas, and it probably could not hold 
the latter a single day, if it were not 
in possession of Havana. But where 
the island is narrowest, only twenty- 
eight miles southward from Havana, 
are found the “hief support and 
streneth of Spain. and not unnaturally, 
since its government has maintained 
itself for many years by plundering a 
great portion of the people for the 
benefit of the small number of Span- 
iards and other beneficiaries of the gov- 
ernment residing in or about Havana. 
It is in that province, with a quarter 
of the whole population of Cuba, and 
more than an eighth of the entire pop- 
ulation outside the city, that Spanish 
authority is strongly supported for ob- 
vious interested reasons. Once broken 
there, that euthority would immediately 
cease to exist anywhere on the island. 


Red Cross Societies. 


[Chicago Record:] It is a gratifying 
sign of the advance of civilization that 
in the expected engagement with Spain 
the services of a very strong and hu- 
mane society will be enlisted. 

The necessity of taking some steps 
to lessen the horrors of war was seen 
by the powers so long ago as the civil 
war, and in 1863 a conference, in which 
a number of celebrated jurists partici- 
pated, was held at Geneva. The gov- 
ernment of Switzerland, which, on ac- 
count of its absolute freedom from en- 
tangling alliances, has always been 
looked upon as a safer arbiter of inter- 
national questions, approved of the 
project for an internatiorial compact. 
On August 22, 1864, what are now 
known as “the articles of the Geneva 
convention” were signed by the repre- 
sentatives of France, Prussia, Italy, 
Spain, Holland, Belgium, Denmark, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Portugal, Wur- 
temberg, Baden and Hesse-Darm- 
stadt. 

These articles were designed ex- 
pressly for ‘the amelioration of the 
condition of the wounded of the armies 
in the field.” They require that the 
army which wins the victory must 
take care of the wounded among the 
enemy. So patent was the justice of 
the theory that a soldier who is dis- 
abled from further combat should be 
protected that in 


but # short 
time the other civilized powers 
accepted the conditions of the con- 


vention. Great Britain, Turkey, Greece 
and Mecklenburg-Schwerin . joined 
the convention in 1865. One year later 
Austria, Bavaria and Saxony adopted the 
merciful policy outlined at Geneva, and 
in 1867 Russia joined in with the other 
powers. The conference at Geneva was 
attended by a Minister of the United 
States government, but owing to the 
presence of civil war in his own country 
he was unwilling to join the agree- 
ment, although the rules laid down by 
the convention were practically fol- 
lowed by the Federal forces until the 
close of the war. In 1881 the Interna- 
tional Association of the Red Cross, 
which takes its name and its emblem 
from the Swiss flag, made an appeal 
to President Arthur to join the conven- 
tion and, with the sanction of the Sen- 
ate, a treaty was drafted and signed 
in the spring of 1882. Already Red Cross 
societies had been organized in nearly 
every European nation, and the Tinited 
States society was formed and incor- 
porated in 1882, with Miss Clara RBar- 
ton as president. The people acting 
as leaders in the Red Cross movement 
comprise some of the highest sover- 
eigns of Great Britain. In case of ac- 
tual hostilities every hospital corps 
wearing the red cross will be exempt 
from fire, and every battleship acting 
in hospital service and bearing the 
same flag will be immune from attack. 
By the terms of the Geneva convention 
any power whose officers should direct 
their fire upon a red cross will be sub- 
ject to the immediate and severe con- 
demnation of all civilized nations.

NON-COMMITTAL VERDICT. 


Inquest Held Upon the Body of G. 


Bolovich. 

An inquest was held yesterday morn- 
ing by Coroner Campbell upon the body 
of G. Bolovich, the Slavonian laborer 
who was crushed beneath a falling wall 
at the Martz building on Broadway, be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth streets on Mon- 
day morning. 

The jury was impanelled at the un- 
dertaking establishment of Kregelo & 
Bresee and, after visiting the scene of 
the accident, and making a careful ex- 
amination, returned and heard the tes- 
timony in the case. The building is 
being erected under the personal super- 
vision of the owner, and as no architect 
is employed, the jury were of the opin- 
ion that it would require expert testi- 
mony to decide whether the wall was 
safe or not. Not having anything be- 
fore them on this point, a non-commit- 
tal verdict was returned to the effect 
that G. Bolovich, a native of Austria, 
single, and aged 38 years, came to his 
death on May 2 by being crushed by a 
falling brick wall, the fall being occa- 
sioned by pressure of loose gravel and 
rain wedging between a “green” wall 
and an embankment. 


A TINY SUIT. 


Old Man Ballerino Claims T. Bauer 
Owed Him Ninety-five Cents. 

A suit was filed in Justice Morrison's 
court yesterday that breaks the record, 
as being the smallest suit ever filed in 
the county.

CECIL RHODES’ RAILROAD. 


By a Special 


N THE site of King Lobengula’s 
() raat in the heart of Bechuana- 
land, there stands today the new- 
ly-built terminus of the Great South 
African Railway. 
“It was a picturesque revenge on 
the part of Cecil Rhodes, the builder 


_of the new railroad, to erect his sta- 


tion upon the very spot whence a 
few short years ago the savage king 
hurled defiance at Great Britain and 
the chartered company,” said Lieut. 
Frank Esmonde White, late of the 
Bechuanaland mounted police, and 
now visiting friends in America. 
“The last trip I made in South Africa, 
before sailing for England, was from 
Buluwayo to Capetown—all the way 
by rail. The journey was a mighty 
curious one in many respects.._..To 
begin with let us take Buluwayo it- 
self. The name signifies ‘the place 
of slaughter,” and it was just four 
years ago Lobengula’s. pet locality 
for executing his enemies and sub- 
jects. Nowadays the town is a thriv- 
ing specimen of the frontier settle- 
ment. It has a population of 5000 or 
4000, and since the railroad has ar- 
rived the citizens need have little 
fear of a repetition of the recent sav- 
age attack. The journey by rail from 
Buluwayo to the coast may be made 
in three days, where formerly it took 
weeks and even months. 

“The story of Rhodes's railroad is 
simple enough. Sanctioned by the 
imperial government, Rhodes began 
the work in 1889. An extension of 
the railroad was then started from 
Kimberley, through what was then 
British Bechuanaland, to Vryburg. 
This accomplished, the cape govern- 
ment was prevailed upon to push the 
line still further. The twin steel 
rails pushing northward persistently, 
eventually reached Mafeking. But 
Rhodes was not satiefied. re- 
solved to cover the entire distance 
to Buluwayo with a railway. The 
survey as begun in 1895, and, despite 
rebellion and the terrible rinderpest 
(or cattle disease.) was completed in 
the early spring of 1896. 

“In March, 1896, the first rails were 
laid out off Mafeking. The distance 
to Buluwayo was 587 miles, but this 
the railroad engineers have cut down 
to about four -hundred and _ ninety. 
Difficulties in the way of the work 
were stupendous. For instance, the 
rinderpest destroyed the cattle—then 
thesolemotivepowerof Buchuanaland 
-—by hundreds, and the work of trans- 
portation was clogged for this reason. 
But in November last the Bechuana- 
land extension to Buluwayo war for- 
mally opened. Eighteen months suf- 
ficed the engineers to do the work in 
—surely a record performance, in 
view of the cattle plague and 
the unexampled lack of water. 

HOW THE ROAD WAS BUILT. 

“The railroad is a good enough one 
of the frontier kind. Its gauge is 3 
ft. 6 in., and the bridges are of un- 
usually solid construction. Between 
Mochudi and Palapye, two large iron 
bridges have been erected; one over 
the Mahelapsi River with two spans 
of i100 feet and two of seventy-eight 
feet; the other at Lotsani, with two 
100-foot spans. The average number 
of men employed in the construction 
Was 3000—natives for the most part. 

“The motality from fever and other 
causes was terrible. Altogether over 
seven hundred lives, including those 
of several engineers and other white 
men, were sacrificed in the interests 
of progress and civilization. During 
1896 the government, finding that the 
African natives were dying off at a 
tremendous rate, imported 500 Af- 
ghans. Inside of two months 350 of 
these had died of fever and dysen- 
tery, while the balance had run away. 

“Rhodes is not going to let even 
Buluwayo long remain the northern 
terminus of the road. Before the 
winter of 1898, he exepects to push 
on as far as Salisbury. Where he 
finally expects to stop it is hard to 
sey; but there sensational 
whispers about Khartoum and Cairo. 


‘FROM BULUWAYO TO CAPETOWN. 


“My journey from Buluwayo to 
Capetown took just ninety-five hours. 
The station is a commodious shed. 
and boasts of ‘refreshment rooms,’ 
in which are genuine  barmaids 
brought out, or perhaps strayed out, 
from London. Out of the town we 
rattled and away across the 
where Lobengula led his imnis four 
years ago. Just twenty-three miles 
across the plain came our first stop. 
Sidings have been erected at various 
places between Mafeking and Bulu- 
wayo, and this was one cf them. It 
is called Chamberlain. We crossed the 
Tati River at Tati, and then sped on 
which is Khama’s cap- 
tal. 

“The country would have been dis- 
appointing to a sightseer, though it 
must surely have impressed any in- 
telligent man with its possibilities. 
In the north, near Buluwayo, there 
was plenty of timber, although the 
trees were not of any great cummer- 
cial value. Further south there were 
few trees, but plenty of grass 
stretched everywhere. It was odd to 
catch sight of game, large and small, 
as we passed. along. Antelope, 
springbok and considerable quantities 
of gemsbok, hartbeest. eland and koo- 
doo I saw at intervals, althouzh the 
rinderpest had been thinning out the 
herds sadly. 

“It is quite customary for travelers 
to take pot shots at the game as they 
go whirling by in the Mafeking Ex- 
press. A few lions have been seen 
along the line, and in November last 
several donkeys were killed by them 
close to the construction sheds. 

“In the southern stretches we 
passed oVer long tracks of heavy sand, 
broken by tufts of sparse under- 
growth and badly provided with wa- 
ter. You can imagine how difficult 
it was to carry the railroad tracks 
over a desert such as this. The 
bridge over the Mahalapsi River was 
a remarkably fine ctrncture, and the 
scenery at this section of the road 
struck me as very beautiful. Smal] 


towns are springing up around the 
entrances 


to this and the other 
bridges, in the hope: of good 
times to come. Minerats are 
reported plentiful all. along -the 
line, and Cecil Rhodes has even 


reported that there 
chance of getting coal. 
THE LINE MAY GO TO CAIRO. 
“If the latter promise turns out to 
be a fact the extension of the rail- 
road to Cairo would only be a ques- 
tion of a few years.

Mahalapsi River, we reached Mo- 
chudi, where we retired to rest for 
the night.

When I go back in the autumn, I 
hope to find the railroad already 
well on its way to Salisbury.” 


ORIGIN OF PANHANDLER. 


Its Invention Attributed to Dusen- 
hoffer of San Francisco, 


[New York Sun:] One of those slang 
words which, at first frowned upon, 
become regular and recognized individ- 
uals in the verbal community because 
they express something for which 
there is no other adequate expression, 
is the noun “panhandles,” and its off- 
shoot is the verb “to panrandle.” <A 
number of letters have recently been 
received asking by what authority the 
word panhandler was used, and whence 
it came. The answer was that it es- 
tablished itself by authority of its be- 
ing the only word to express that form 
of beggary which is characterized by 
the implied or actual threat of vio- 
lence. As for the source of the word, 
the suggestion was made that a pan- 
handler is one who handles a pan or 
can or growler, something used for 
carrying drinks. 

Other correspondents Objected to this 


on the ground that in this city, ht 
least, a growler is frequently calied 
“can” or “duck,” or “pitcher,” but 


never a “pan.”’ On shipboard the term 
pan might be used in this sense, but. 
panhandle is not a marine word. An- 
other suegestion was that the word 
came from the West where the tough 
tramps who follow the line of the Pan- 
handle railroad are called panhandlers. 
From a Californian who is visiting in 
town a Sun reporter got another ver- 
son of that word's origin. 

“About en years ago,” said the Cal- 
ifornian, “thére was a chap called 
Mink Dusefihoffer in San Francisco 
who started a bar and ‘caffy,’ as he 
called it, down near the water front. 
His place was pretty tough, but he had 
good things to eat, and the ‘caffy’ did 
a big business. One night his en- 
tire force of waiters struck for higher 
wages and Mink turned ‘em out. In 
their places he got a gang of scatter- 
mouches and mulligrubbers who didn't 
know bean soup from charlotte russe, 
commonly ordered under the name of 
Charley Ross. Dusenhoffer undertook 
to train ‘em by disciplinarian methods, 
chiefly enforced with a beer mallet. On 
the third night her were five fights 
in the place between customers and 
waiters; one man was shot and the 
whole gang of recruits fell on Mink 
and broke his head. Then they looted 
the bar and got drunk. That night 
about three dozen people were held up 
in that part of the city. Mink put outa 
placard that read: 

“*The public is warned against the 
gang of slush-slingers, dish-swabbers 
and panhandlers that left my place 
yesterday. They are thieves and mur- 
derers, and there is enough bucksna™ 
waiting for them here to blow them all 
to hell, where they belong.

SAN FRANCISCO BLAZE, 


HUILDING FORMERLY OCCUPIED BY 
THE CALL, BURNED OUT. 


the Building Rendered Useless 
by Water—Several Printing 
Firms Suffer Lose—Total Sixty 
Thousand Dollars. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—At about 
11 o'clock tonight a fire broke out in 
the upper portion of the old three-story 
bri¢k building at No. 317 Clay street, 
between Sansome and Montgomery, 
which until recently was occupied by 
the editorial and composing-rooms of 
the Morning Call. 

The stereotyping plant of that paper 
is still on the first floor of the building, 
and its valuable ‘perfecting press are 
located in the basement. The flames 
spread through the building with great 
rapidity, gutting the printing establish- 
ment of Francis Valentine & Co., ‘one 
of the largest printing houses on the 
Coast, devoting most of its attention 
to theatrical and bill work. 

The loss of Francis Valentine & 
Co. is almost total, and is impossible 
to estimate, but is not placed at 
iess than $10,000. Frank Eastman & 
Co., printers, on the second floor, were 
nearly burned out, and their reserve 
stock damaged by fire and water to 
the extent of $5000. Buswell & Co., 
book-binders, also suffered severely, as 
did Paul Brunnatt, a gunsmith, who oc- 
cupied a store on the ground floor. 

The stereotype and press rooms of 
the Call were flooded and rendered use- 
less for the time being, though it is 
believed none of the machinery has 
been seriously damaged The works of 
the Commercial Light and Power Com- 
pany were damaged to a considerable 
extent. The loss on the building, which 
belonged to the Boe" Thomas estate, is 

ed about $8000. 
ae conservative estimate of the total 
loss caused by the fire, which was not 
extinguished until long after midnight, 
is $60,000, partly covered by insurance. 
As seon as the other daily papers 
learned of the misfortune whicn had 
befallen the Call each and all placed 
their presses and stereoptyping depart- 
ments at the disposal of that journal. 
The offer of the Chronicle was accepted 
and the Call will be issued from the 
Chronicle press rooms tomorrow morn- 


ing. 

The old structure in which the fire 
occurred has been thrice visited by jire 
within the last few yéars and each 
time the loss has been heavy. It has 
now been practically gutted and wiil 
probably be condemned ly the fire un- 
derwriters. Besides the firras named 


above, Blake, Moffatt & Towne, the 
wholesale per dealers, sustained some 
loss, ch y by water. 


Pack Train Shipped East. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) May 4.—A spe- 
cila train left here last night over the 
Northern Pacific, carrying the govern- 
ment pack train, which returned here 
from Alaska a few days ago. The 
pack train consists of ninety-two 
mules, eight horses and twenty men 
under the command of Lieut. Ryan, 
Ninth Cavalry. They will go through 
to St. Louis via Billings on passenger 
schedule. From St. Louis they will 
probably be hurried to Chickamauga. 


Don Carlos Agitated. 


LONDON, May 4.—The Brussels cor- 
respondent of the Daily Chronicle says 
that Don Carlos, the pretender, is much 
agitated by private telegrams he has 
received today from Madrid. A Span- 
ish diplomatist after high position, saia 
to me today: “They are practically in a 
state of revolution, and it is beginning 
of the end of the regency. The Queen 
Regent may make a final effort in favor 
of her son, but he will never come to

Will Delay the Execution.

THE QUEEN’S POWER. 


VICTORIA, IN MANY RESPECTS, NOT 
AN AUTOCRAT. 


She Can Give Away the Navy, or 
Declare War, but Cannot Spend 
a Cent of Public Money or Par- 
don a Sabbath Breaker. 


{Tid Bits:] Considerable as are the 
powers of the Queen, they are not un- 
limited. There are some very curious 
restrictions on the royal prerogative. 
The Queen cannot, for instance, com- 
municate with her subjects as can the 
most menial of her servants; or can 
she receive presents from her people, 


save through officers of state or 
friends personally known to Her 
Majesty. 


The Queen could sell or give away 
the royal navy or declare war with 
Russia, but she could not spend a 
single farthing of public money with- 
out the consent of Parliament. The 
Queen has not 


with fees attached to it. 


She could not increase the wages ot 


one of her footmen unless she did it, 


out of her private funds or without 
exceeding the allowance made to her 
by Parliament. 


A curious curtailment of the royal | 


prerogative is effected by an act of 
Parliament passed in the reign of 
George III: This act deals with Sab- 
bath breaking, and in it is distinctly 
stated tha® the monarch cannot par- 
don offenders who have been convicted 
of a certain form of Sabbath break- 
ing. Yet Her Majasty could perdon 99 
per cent. of all the prisoners in the 
land. 

Though no act of Parliament is com- 
plete until it has been signed by the 
Queen, Her Majesty is subject to the 
laws that she signs and cannot issue a 
proclamation contrary to law. If, for 
instance, it were the law of England 
that no train should travel at a rate 
exceeding fifty miles an hour, the 
Queen could not issue a proclamation 
exempting a certain train from the 
operation of the law. Nor can Her 
Majesty issue a proclamation which 
would injure the community, such as, 
for example, a proclamation exempt- 
ing a whole town or neighborhood from 
serving on a jury. 

Though the Queen could recall any 
subject from abroad, she cannot com- 
pel a subject to leave this country. 
This disability does not cease to oper- 
ate even in time of war, and, though at 
such a time the Queen could cal! upon 
every able man to take up arms; she 
could not force a single civilian to lcave 
the country even to carry on a neces- 
sary war. 

Her Majesty could not set up courts 
such as the star chamber, the child of 
Henry VII's misguided genius, nor 
could she invest a spiritual court with 
temporal power. Though her decision 
is absolute, after a prisoner has been 
sentenced, she could not interfere with 
the course of justice before the sen- 
tence has been passed, nor could she 
exert any influence over her judges. 
Neither could she interfere in a case of 
private as opposed to public wrong. 

The Queen is the only person who 
cannot arrest a suspected felon. No ac- 
tion can be taken against her for break- 
ing the law, and, therefore, she is pre- 
cluded from making an arrest, as, sup- 
posing the sugpected prisoner were in- 
nocent, no action for false imprison- 
ment could be taken against Her MaJ- 
esty. The law, ,indeed, assumes that 
the Queen can do no wrong, which 
seems about as absurd as the legal as- 
sumption that t Queen cannot be 
under age, and cafinot die. 

The Queen cannot exclude a member 
from Parliament, after he has been duly 
elected, nor can she delegate the duty 
of signing laws to any one. 

The Queen’s power of disposing of 
territory in time of peace has been dis- 
puted. In time of war Her Majesty 
could hand over London to France to 
bring the war to an end, but it seems 
clear that in time of peace Her Majesty 
cannot subject any part of the empire 
to the sway of a foreign power.

row. Just what will be done by the 
city authorities in event that the qcom- 
pany does not comply with either of 
the conditions of the time limit is not 
known, but during the past month 


Street Superintendent Drain has re- 
peatedly stated that he would act 
promptly. 

When the sidewalks along Main 


street were widened the old culvert at 
the Third-street crossing was found to 
be in such condition that it would be 


necessary to put in a new one, The 
culvert at Spring street was in the 
same condition and a demand was 


made upon the Traction Company to 
do the work. The demand was refused, 
after the company signifying its will- 
ingness to place the culvert under its 
tracks and two feet on each side. This 
was not satisfactory to the Street De- 
partment, the claim being made that 
if the track of the company were on 
the official grade there would be no 
necessity for the culverts. As the com- 
pany still refused after this explana- 
tion was made to them, the matter was 
reported to the Council by Street Su- 
perintendent Drain, and a resolution 
was adopted empowering that official 
to lower all street-car tracks which 
were above the official grade, wherever 
he thought it necessary, if the com- 
panies owning the tracks refused to 
lower them. The Traction Company 
was not mentioned in the resolution, 
but that company was intended. The 
next day Street Superintendent Drain 
notified that company that it must 
either lower its tracks to the official 
grade or put in the culverts, the al- 
ternative being that he would proceed 
to lower the tracks himself if the com- 
pany did not comply. Since then con- 
sultations have been held several times 
between representatives of the city and 
the company, but without result, so 
faras is known. The company has not 
commenced work on the culverts or 
upon its tracks. If an attempt is made 
by the city to lower the tracks the 
matter may reach the courts, as it is 
almost certain that the city would be 
enjoined at once. 


April Tax Collections. 

City Tax and License Collector Gish 
has filed with the City Clerk his re- 
port of the collections of licenses for 
April. For that month 1845 licenses, 
amounting to $16,271, were issued to 
the Collector. Of these 1404, represent- 
ing $15,129.50. were collected, and 424. 
worth $1131.59. remained uncollected. Of 
the 424, it was discovered that 53 were 
either issued twice or to persons who 
had gone out of business, or for some 
other reason were void. The balance of 
those uncollected were returned to the 
Collector for another effort to secure 
payment on them. 


Petition for a Sidewalk. 
The board of directors of the Cali- 


fornia Hospital Association has peti- 
ticred the City Council to order a 
cement sidewalk eight feet wide on 


South Hope street. from Pico to Fif- 
teenth streets, The petition is signed 
by the owners of a majority of the 
property frontage along the east side 
of the street on which the improvement 
is desired. . 


Opposes a Street Widening. 

F. W. Peschke has filed in the City 
Clerk's office a protest against the pro- 
posed widening of Lyon street to a 
width of sixty feet. He claims that 
there is no necessity for the work, and 
that the cost would be out of propor- 
tion to the benefits which would be de- 
rived from the improvement.

BEGIN THEIR DEFENSE, 


CARDWELL AND HARRIS CLAIM 
JUSTIFICATION FOR MURDER, 


Witness Johnnie Lownes Reluct- 
antly Gives His Version of the 
Tragedy—Other Witnesses Tell 
About the Roads That Led to the 
Fatal Quarrel. 


When the trial of George Cardwell 
and Isaac Harris for the murder of 
J. W. Hilton, was resumed yesterday 
morning before Judge Smith, the de- 
fense opened their case. Most of the 
day was occupied with the introduc- 
tion of testimony in regard to the road 
through Hilton's place, which led to 
the trouble that ended in the old man’s 
tragic death. The defendants contended 
that they head a right to travel this road 
and that they were exercising this 
right when Hilton confronted them 
with his gun and ordered them back. 

The first witness called was Johnnie 
Lownes, 18 years old, who accompanied 
Cardwell and Harris the morning that 
Hiiton was killed. He drove the team 
while Cardwell and Harris looked after 
their guns. Young Lownes was a de- 
cidedly reluctant witness, and almost 
every sentence of his testimony had to 
be drawn by a question. He repeated 
the testimony given by witnesses for 
the prosecution in regard to the cut- 
ting of the wire around Hilton's. place 
by Cardwell and Harris. He said they 
then .drove onto Hilton's place and 
followed at a brisk trot the old road, 
which had been there before Hilton 
came. Hilton was cultivating, and as 
soon as he saw the men approaching 
he left his team and ran to the house. 
He came out quickly with a rifle in his 
hand, and started to run toward a tree 
that stood a few rods from his cabin. 
The witness heard either Gardwell or 
Harris say, “Now is the time to get 
him befere he gets behind that tree,” 
and both men fired almost together. 
Hilton fell over dead. The witness 
did not hear Hilton call out to Card- 
well and Harris to go back, 

Lownes testified that the new road 
around Hilton's place had been washed 
out and was almost impassable and 
that the old road was in good condi- 
tion. 

rR. Cc. Newton testified that the new 
road which had been built around Hil- 
ton’s place was washed out, and hot 
passable for heavy loads. He said the 
ola road across Hilton’s place was 
over a level strip of land and in good 
condition. Fred Cutter, C. Salisbury 
and Thomas Mendenhall gave much 
the same testimony. Several other 
witnesses were called to prove that 
the defendants bore a good reputation 
for peace and quiet, and the case was 
then continued until this morning, 
when the defense will introduce further 
testimony. 


GOT THE WRONG MAN. 


Charles Zerkel Suing for Damages 
for False Imprisonment. 

A suit brought by Charles Zerkel to 
recover $299 from Albert Eckland for 
false arrest and imprisonment was 
tried yesterday before Justice Young in 
the Township Court. The case is a se- 
quel to the arrest of Zerkel at San Pedro 
February 8, on a charge of stealing 
$850 from Eckland. It was afterward 
discovered that Zerkel was innocent, 
and that P. R. Sandberg had stolen the 
money. Sandbérg confessed his guilt 
to his wife, and then skipped out before 
he was arrested. 

Eckland lived at a lodging place run 
by: Sandberg. He went to Santa Mon- 
ica for two weeks, and left $850 in gold 
in his trunk at Sandberg'’s place. He 
was g0 two weeks, and when he re- 
turned, found that h® trunk had been 
broken irgto ahd the money was gone. 
A man named Antone Nelson had been 
sleeping fn the roo while Eckland 


was gone and Zerkel, who is a paper-, 


hanger, had been working In the room 
the day the money was taken. Suspi- 
clon rested upon these two men, and 

Sckland swore out a warrant for their 
arrest before Justice H. C. Downing. 
They were taken in charge by a consta- 
bel and locked in the City Jail at San 
Pedro four hours. 

After the arrest of Zerkel and Nelson, 
Sandberg admitted to his wife that he 
was the person who had stolen Eck- 
land’s money. He said he had been 
jealous of Eckland's attentions to Mrs. 
Sandberg, and knowing that he had 
left the key to his trunk with her when 
he went to Santa Monica, had taken 
it from the place where she had put it 
and opened the trunk. Then he took 
out the money and buried it in the 
stable. Mra. Sandberg reported to the 
officers what her husband had told her, 
and they went to the stable and dug up 
the money, just where Sandberg said ke 
had buried it. In the mean time Sand- 
berg skipped out and has not since 
been heard from. Zerkel and Nelson 
were immediately released. 

Zerkel was represented yesterday in 
his suit against Keckland by Attorney 
Ben Goodrich. He asked for damages 
on the ground that his arrest had been 
malicious and without warrant. Jus-~- 
tice Young took the case under advise- 
ment, 


HE KNEW THE TIMES SIGNAL CODE 


Judge Shaw Interprets the 
War News for a Jury. 

There was an enthusiastic demon- 
stration in Department Five of the Su- 
perior Court yesterday morning when 
the Times eagle announced by its shrill 
screams that Manila had surrendered to 
Commodore Dewey. A jury trial in 
the damage suit of West vs. Rice was 
in progress when the first notes of the 
eagle were heard. In an instant the 
proceedings stopped. Judge Shaw 
picked up a copy of the Times war- 
whistle code, which he had at hand, and 
began to jot down signals. Several of 
the jurors were also provided with 
copies of the code, and were at once 
engaged writing down the dots and 
dashes as they came from the whistle. 

3ailiff Martin Aguirre did not have a 
code, but he hurried to a telephone 
and called up the Times office to learn 
what the signals meant. He was in- 
formed that Mantla had surrendered, 
and immediately wrote down the mes- 
sage on a piece of paper, which he 
handed to Judge Shaw, who had just 
obtained the same information through 
his interpretation of the code.

THAT COPPER RIVER SCHEME. 


pany that Made Many Promises, 

A suit growing out of one of the 
Copper River transportation schemes 
that was lucratively worked here by 
the promoters a few months ago, was 
tried yesterday before Judge Clark. 
The plaintiff was B. N. Powers, and 
he brought the action against George 
M. Perine and F. N. Handy 1o recover 
$200 paid to the Copper River and Yu- 
kon Transportation Company to se- 
cure his passage from San Francisco 
to the mouth of the Copper River. 
The case was tried a few weeks ago 
before Justice Young in the Township 
Ceurt, and a judgment for $212 was 
rendered in favor of the plaintiff. The 
defendants carried the case to the Su- 
perior Court on an appeal. 

The Copper River and Yukon Trans- 
portation Company had its office in this 
city, at No. 230 South Spring street. 
The most alluring offers were held out 
to prospective Klondikers, and a lot 
of tickets were sold at the rate of $200 
each. For this amount the company 
agreed to transport passengers to the 
mouth of the Copper River, and start 
them on their way to the interior with 
ample supplies. Passengers were to 
embark at San Francisco on the 
schooner W. S. Phelps, which was rep- 
resented as being a thoroughly sea- 
worthy vessel and in every way capa- 
ble of making a safe and satisfactory 
trip. Many a gold-seeker found later 
to his sorrow how far short of these 
representations the company actually 
came. - 

The plaintiff, among others, pur- 
chased a ticket to the Copper River 
at the local agency for $200, and em- 
barked at San Francisco on the W. 8. 
Phelps. He soon found that the facts 
had been grossly misrepresented. The 
schooner, instead of being 150. tons 
burihen, was only ninety-six tons, and 
instead of being equipped with seven 
capable seamen, had only two capable 
seamen. The vessel was rotten, and 
had been out only one day when she 
was forced to put back for repairs. 

On the first night out. Powers said 
that he was awakened by the pumps 
raising water out of the hold. He 
jumped out of his bunk and dropped 
upon the floor, when the water struck 
him half way between the ankles and 
the knees. All the men who were able 
got out and worked at the pumps. The 
schooner was forced to put back to 
San Francisco, where she was laid up 
in a dry dock. Thirty-five men were 
put at work recalking her. The whole 
of her hull was said to be in a rotten 
condition. The vessel was quickly re- 
paired, and again started on her voy- 
age, but Powers réfused to reémbark on 
the craft, and returned home. 

The defense offered to introduce evi- 
dence to show that the schooner was 
thoroughly seaworthy, and that she 
was compelled to put back after com- 


mencing her voyage by a slight acci- 
dent that is always liable to happen to 
any vessel. Judge Clark said that he 
did not care to hear evidence on this 
point, as he was thoroughly satisfied 
that the schooner was unseaworthy. 


The defense then sought to prove’ 


that the defendant Perine, who is the 
owner of the schooner W. 8S. Phelps, 
was in no Way connected with the Cop- 
per River and Yukon Transportation 
Company, but had simply leased the 
schooner to F. N. Handy, and could 
not, therefore, be liable for any judg- 
ment that might be obtained against 
the members of the _ transportation 
company. Evidence on this point was 
introduced, and Judge Clark took the 
case under advisement. 


WILL CONTEST THE ELECTION.

At the armory last night the usual 
drilling was in progress, with every teow 
cant place around the hall and also r 
the galleries occupied by crowds © 
spectators of both sexes, and the com- 
pany rooms were filled with eager 
guardsmen discussing the situation. 
Company commanders had quietly inti- 
mated to the boys that they had better 
remain in or about the armory, and 
that set tongues awagging. 

And there was some foundation for 
this subdued excitement. Gen. Last 
received a dispatch in the afternoon in- 
timating that an order might be ex- 
pected for the Seventn Regiment to go 
to San Francisco. This may mean that 
the Seventh will form a portion of the 
command that will be sent to the 
Philippines, or it may mean that they 
will take the place of the regulars that 
have already gone East. While every 
man in the regiment is consumed with 
an all-pervading desire to go to Ma- 
nila, the move to San Francisco will 
be preferred to resting out here in sus- 
penst as to what disposition may be 
made of them. 

The muster rolls have been forwarded 
to Capt. Carrington.at San Francisco, 
and when the order comes for the Sev- 
enth Regiment to move it will only be a 
matter of a few hours until the regi- 
ment is en route. In such case, Capt. 
Carrington will not come south, but 
the men will be mustered in as volun- 
teers at San Francisco. This first or- 
der, that will probably be received to- 
day, will affect only the infontry, not 
including the Signal Corps or the cav- 
alry. If orders are received at such a 
time on the day as to permit company 
commanders at the various outlying 
towns to be communicated with, and 
necessary train connections made, the 
entire command could be massed in Los 
Angeles in one day. 

Co. A was kept hard at work in the 
hall last night, Capt. Wankowski put- 
ting the company through the regular 
Tuesday night drill with perhaps a 
trifle more strictness for the benefit of 
the new recruits:

COAST-DEFENSE ARTILLERY 


Plan to Establish Mortar Batteries 
at Three Points. 


The officers of the artill 

ment formed for coast 
busying themselves in making plans, 
recruiting men, and in otherwise get- 
ting matters on a stable footing. There 
are about 300 nzmes now on the roll 
and the services of the regiment have 
been offered to the eovernment. Yes- 
terday Col. J. Noonan Phillips wrote 
to Senator White and also to Gov. 
Budd, asking their good uffices in 
obtaining from the government the 
equipment that is considered abso- 
lutely essential for the protection of 

eut.-Col. Somes, in outlining the 
plan that had been devised, stated 
that with three mortar batteries estab- 
lished, one at the point guarding San 
Pedro Harbor, and the other two at 
the two promontories on either side of 
Santa Monica Bay, a fair, though by 
no means an absolute defense might 
be made. In each of these batteries, if 
the scheme went through, four 12-inch 
mortars would be placed, and _ three 
battalions of field altillery camped at 
intervening points along the shore, A 
privateering crew would have no par- 
ticularly soft snap in effecting. a 
landing. 


Camp of Instruction, . 

Last evening an election was held in 
Troop L, First California Volunteer 
Cavalry, at the Main-street drill 
ground, where Maj. Starin has estab- 
lished himself, and which heretofore 
has served as a recruiting headquar- 
ters. The following are the officers 
elected: Gardner G. Symms, captain; 
L. Semler, first lieutenant; E. S. Me- 
Kenzie, second lieutenant. 

Late in the evening Maj. Starin, 
Lieut. Morgan, Capts. Symms, Friese 
and Falkenberg, Lieuts. Le Roy, Wash- 
burn, Semler, Hood, McKenzie and 
O'Neill of the third squadron, ex-Con- 
sul Ferd Gottschalk and others, after 
a call at regimental! headquarters at the 
Nadeau, where Col. Johnstone Jones 
and the officers of the other troops were 
discussing regimental affairs, drove out 
to the site of the proposed camp of the 
third squadron, on the Pasadena road. 
The location is finely adapted to the 
purposes for which it was chosen, af- 
fording. as. it does fine camping and 


drill grounds, with plenty of room! for 
strategical movements. Maj. Starin 
and his officers divided tnto two parties 
and spent about an hour reconnoltering 
the ground in the vicinity, after which 
they were entertained at lunch by 
Lieut. and Mrs. Le Roy, at their road- 
house, near-by. The party returned 
to the city at a late hour this morning, 
after an enjoyable outing that promises 
to result in a’movement of much bene- 
fit to the cavalry volunteers. 

Detailed reports were submitted yes- 
terday, showing the cost of subsistence 
stores, accoutrements, quartermasters 
stores, and day and night service for 
the camp, when it shall have been es- 
tablished, for the purpose of definite 
estimates being made as to the cost of 
maintaining the camp. 

There was an extra ferce of about 
250 men on the drill ground and street, 
and they were put through a serics of 
evolutions by some of the officers. 


EXAMINING RECRUITS, 


Medical Department Officers Have 
About All They Can Do. 

The members of the hospital depart- 
ment. of the First Brigade, N.G.C., 
have been the first members. of that 
command to be called into active serv- 
ice in the present war, and they are 
now the hardest worked officers in 
the service here. Their call to actual 
duty has not been such as would place 
them on the pay rolls of either the 
State or the government military 
service, for in spite of the hard work 
they are doing, there is no remunera- 
tion. They are now spending four hours 
each day in the unwelcome but neces- 
sary task of examining the men who 
have recently enlisted in the National 
Guard, as well as those who have been 
members of that organization for 
some time. The work is by no means 
easy, but its necessity is manifest, and 
it is being done as thoroughly as pos- 
sible. It has been found just as neces- 
sary to examine old members of the 
guard as the new ones, and it 
tain that a number of them will not 
be passed when the time comes’ for 
into the United States serv- 
ce. 

Although the surgeons had not com- 
pleted their work on the infantry com- 
panies, Gen. Last issued an order yes- 
terday to Col. Choate, his chief med- 
ical officer, to proceed with the exam- 
ination of all the men who have en- 
listed in the battery of heavy artil- 
lery now being organized by. Capt. 
Henry Steere. There are nearly 300 of 
these, and the work will require sev- 
eral days. Col. Choate is being assisted 
by the regimental medical staff, and 
every day between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
they make examinations of as many 
men as possible. The examination is 
not merely a cursory one, and if there 
is anything the matter with any of the 
applicants the doctors are reasonably 
certain of learning it. The same degree 
of physical perfection is not required 
as in the regular army in times of 
peace, for such requirements would 
make it almost impossible to fill the 
companies to their full quota. Every 
man, when he appears before the doc- 
tors is stripped and carefully looked 
over. Particular attention is paid to 
the condition of the respiratory organs. 
The recruit is required to answer a 
number of questions as to the health 
of his family, particularly as _ to 
whether any of his relatives have ever 
had consumption. In spite of the se- 
verity of the examinations, more than 
85 per cent. of those examined have 
been passed, It is not known whether 
another examination will be had after 
muster as volunteers, but it is con- 
sidered probable that the *government 
will be satisfied with the medical re- 
ports made by the brigade and regi- 
mental officers. 


SIGNIFICANT ORDERS. 


Artillerymen Ready to Move on 
Short Notice. 


Capt. Henry Steere, who is recruit- 
ing a battery of heavy artillery at his 
office, No. 143 West Fifth street, issued 
an order last night which shows that 
that command may soon be ordered 
into active service. The order is 
designated “Battery Order No. 2,” and 
commands all batterymen to hold 
themselves in readiness to move at an 
instant’s notice. Every member is 
ordered to report twice a day at the 
battery headquarters, and members 
residing out of the city are to Teport 
twice daily at the telegraph office near- 
est their homes. 

All members who have been unable 
to take the physical examination are 
ordered to report at 6:30 o’clock this 
evening at the recruiting station. 


WINCHESTER RIFLEMEN. 


Thirty-one Sharpshooters Enrolled 
in the Company. 

While it seems probable that the de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet in the 
Pacific removes the only serious source 
of danger to towns on this Coast, the 
possibility of prolonged hostilities and 
resort to privateering remains, and it 
is deemed best by military men to per- 
fect the organization of volunteer com- 
panies for service along the coast. 
There is apparently remote chance 
that reckless adventurers from. the 
South American ports may outfit fili- 
bustering expeditions to loot the coasi 
towns of Southern California, and while 
that remains a possibility the need 
of a coast guard and an available force 
of minute men is obvious. 

The Winchester Riflemen may not be 
called upon for service, but they think 
it well to be prepared, and will per- 
fect their organization and their plans 
for prompt response to call. A meet- 
ing will be called for next Friday night. 
to discuss details and make arrange- 
ments for “trying out’ the sharp- 
shooters. Many of those who have 
enrolled are old frontiersmen, accus- 
tomed to the frontier manner of fight- 
ing, and their experience will be valua- 
ble to the company. 

It is not designed to put the com- 
pany through any elaborate military 
drill. The skirmish drill, probably, will 
be sufficient to enable the men to de- 
ploy, take cover, bushwhack the enemy 
and get together again when neces- 


sary.

ON A WAR FOOTING, 


First Brigade Muster Rolls Sent to 
the Adjutant-General, 

All of the new muster rolls, contain- 
ing the names, etc., of all the men who 
have enlisted in the First Brigade re- 
cently, as well as those who were for- 
merly members of the command, and 
are still in the service, have been com- 
pleted, and the last of them was sent 
to the adjutant-general last night. 
These are not the long-expected mus- 
ter rolls which were sent from Wash- 
ington several days ago, on which the 
members of the National Guard of Cal- 
ifornia will enlist in the military ser- 
vice of the government, but they are 
the company rolls which the adjutant- , 
general ordered sent to headquarters 
for the information of his department 
as to the full strength of the companies 
and in order that the names of the 
members may be recorded. 

Every company in the Seventh Regi- 
ment has been recruited up to a war 
footing, and several of them have from 
five to fifteen more men than were 
called for. The names of all of these 
were included, as a number of them

may not be able to enlist on account | 
of physical disability. 

“The promptness with which the offi- 
cers of the brigade have performed 
their work in this difficult task of se- 
lecting men fit for active service is a 
source of great satisfaction to me,” 
said Gen. Last yesterday. “From the 
time that the trouble began to. the 
present there has been plenty of work 
for the officers, and all of them have 
done their share promptly and well. 
We have our men well in hand and are 
fully prepared to execute any orders

OVERBOARD INAGALE. 


Rescue of a Comrade by Tivo 
men of the Intrepid. 


[New York Tribune:] It is generally 
conceded by seafaring men that a 
man’s chances of being saved are ex- 
ceedingly small when he falls over- 
board from a sailing vessel at mid- 
night, when there is a gale of wind 
blowing and a heavy sea runhing. In 
fact so few men are saved under these 
conditions, that the crew of the 
schooner yacht Intrepid, which recently 
arrived here from the West Indies, Te- 
gard the saving of Christopher Ander- 
son almost with awe, because the cir- 
cumstances were so strange as to point 
almost to a special act of Providence in 
his saving, and because the courage of 
the two men who left the ship to make 
the rescue has deeply impressed all 
hands. From the owner and the cap- 
tain down to the small cook's assist- 
ance, every one on the yacht wishes to 
have the gallant conduct of William 
Peterson and John Hague acknowledged 
in some public way. 

John Holley, the captain of the In- 
trepid, told the following story of the 
occurence: 

“We cleared from Sandy Hook on 
February 10, and went to Bermuda, 
where the vessel remained for a fort- 
night or more, when we sailed to Bar- 
bados, and then for Nassau, taking a 
long time on the voyage, owing to head 
winds. On the night of April 3, about 
four bells of my watch, I was at the 
wheel, and the boat was making great 
time toward Nassau, which was then 
about a hundred miles distant. We 
were on the starboard tack, with the 
wind abeam, and going for all we knew 
how. The wind had got harder out of 
the nor’west, and I had my gafftop- 
sails stowed early in the evening. 
About 10 o’clock I gave the order to 
stow the flying jib. I intended, when 
that was finished, to call the watch 
below and put two reefs into the main- 
sail and foresail, for it was blowing 
hard, and we were staggering along 
under more than we wanted. A heavy 
sea was running, and I heard a shout 
from the men working out on the jib- 
boom. The mate came running aft, 
dnd gave me the word that there was 
a man overboard. I shoved the wheel 
over and rushed to the two after life- 
preservers. I didn’t wait to cut through 
the seizing, but I was in such a hurry 
that I pulled out the iron staples with 
them, and just then I saw the man 
come to the surface from under the 
yacht. th 

“ft called to him as I dropped bo 
life-preservers close to him, and I be- 
lieved he heard me. He admits that he 
did, but he never got the life-preserv- 
ers, and how he remained floating about 
for nearly thirty minutes without 
swimming is a point that beats us all. 
The larger boats were lashed too tight 
to be used on the moment, and as I 
brought the yacht up into the wind the 
small port-quarter boat was lowered in 
a hurry, and a sea haif-filled her. The 
watch below had tumbled up on the 
first word, and when the call was made 
for volunteers there was no hesitation 
on the part of John Hague and Wil- 
liam Petersen. They went right down 
into her, and there wasn’t a man on 
board that ever expected to see that 
boat again. She was half-filled with 
water, there was a boiling sea on and 
the night was dark. They carried no 
lantern, and it was a thousand to one 
against our ever finding her, even if 
she lived in the seaway. Py 

“But on board the yacht everything 
worked like clockwheels. I had the 
mainsail dropped, while we were up in 
the wind. It came down on the run, 
without a hitch, and it’s often sails 
don’t act so reasonable on such occa- 
sions. We went around into the port 
tack and, with the mainsail off her, 
pate down before the wind under 
th oresail and headsails. Allowing 
for the curve we made and our speed 
when the man went overbourd, I cal- 
culated as near as I could to where the 
boat might be found, and, as matters 
turned out, I was pretty near right.” 

The two young fellows who made the 
rescue had little to say. Peterson and 
Hague gre not good conversationalists 
but they are all right in a boat They 
would not admit that their venture was 
beyond the limits of a reasonable un- 
dertaking. They believed that the lit- 
tle thirteen-foot boat could be made to 
do the required work, even though 
pertly filled with water, if‘they once 
got safely clear of the ship. Any way 
“Chris” had gone overboard and had to 
be saved, and that was all there was 
to it. When they found him he was 
apparently dead, but floating, and, as 
their cockleshell was too full of water 
to take the body aboard, they supported 
it until the yacht found them and came 
alongside Then they “passed a gantlin’ 
round ‘Chris,’ and was hoisted 
aboard.” 

The man who was saved is a man 
with heavy bones and little flesh—nor 
the kind that floats unassisted—and the 
reasons for his remaining at the surface 
so long without swimming will never, 
perhaps be known. Certainly his own 


“memory throws no light on the subject. 


“‘Where I was working on the m‘ddle 
of the. jib-boom,” he said, “there’s 
nothing to hold on to except the epar 
itself. There were five of us out on the 
horn. The yacht took a curious twist 
and fling to the seaway, which sent me 
up over the spar, and I turned a somer- 
sault and went into the water feet first. 
I don’t think the bows of the vessels 
hit me hard, but I remember passing 
along underneath her keel and my head 
rubbing against her copper. One piece 
of the copper is jagged, for it cut my 
head. When I came up at the stern I 
heard someone cry out, and I think I 
saw the captain there, but I did not 
know he was throwing me life-pre- 
servers, nor did I look for them. I clean 
forgot about life-preservers. While out 
in the water, a long way from the 
yacht, I could still see her lights. JI 
don’t think I was swimming, but I was 
pointed her way until the tops of the 
waves beat me back. They beat into 
my face. Then I let myself go with 
the waves, and it was all easy-like— 
just like half-asleep. 

“There was nothing unpleasant, 
though I did not like the waves in my 
face. I saw, or thought I saw, the 
boat coming out to me, and I saw 
them when they came alongside me, 
though the men say I was face-down- 
ward in the water. But I made no at- 
tempt to help myself into the boat. I 
did not seem tocare. It was all easy— 
swinging in the waves, half asleep. 
The only pain I had was for three or 
four deys afterward, owing- to the 
water getting in my lungs, I suppose. 
IT wasn’t good for muc in the next 


While telling his part of the story

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—President 
Cc. P. Huntington of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company appeared before 
the State Railroad Commissioners again 
this morning for examination, but lit- 
tle or nothing was elicited from the 
railroad magnate. 

When asked what was the present 
value of the Southern Pacific proper- 
ties, Mr. Huntington replied that the 
only way in which the commercial 
value of the road could be determined 
would be to put it up at auction and see 
what it would bring. 

When the commissioners attempted 
té go into details Mr Huntington re- 
ferred them to the annual report of 
the company. When this was procured 
it showed that the Southern Pacific 
controlled some forty roads and owned 
about $2,000,000 worth of bonds. 

Mr. Huntington, however, did not 
know how these were acquired, what 
their market value was, nor what in- 
come was derived from them. 


CLIMATE AND CROPS. 

Late Showers and Normal Temper- 
ature Make Prospects Brighter. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the crop-and- 
climate bulletin issued by the Weather 
Bureau for the week ending May 2: 

Light showers fell during the last 
half of the week over the country 
south of the Tehachepi and along the 
coast northward to San Luis Obispo. 
With the exception of light showers 
Monday and Tuesday in the extreme 
northwestern portion, the northern 
half of the State has had no rain, al- 
though the skies have been cloudy and 
at times threatening. The rain in the 
southern portion of the State is the 
first for five weeks, except at San 
Diego. 

The temperature has been nearly 
normal throughout the State, except 
in the northern portion of the Sacra- 
mento Valley, where it has been 
warmer. The rain has greatly bene- 
fited crops in the South, improving pas- 
turage. Some hay will be made. 

‘Mamy head of cattle have been 
‘moved from the south coast counties. 
Fruit trees are doing well, and there 
are prospects for a heavy crop of 
cherries and apples. Vegetables are 
backward and small fruit only fair. 
Grapes are doing finely. In the Santa 
Clara Valley orchardists are busy irri- 
gating. 


STUMPING THE STATE. 


U. S. Grant Arrives at Stockton With 
John Shine.

STOCKTON, May 3.—U. 8S. Grant of 
San Diego, who is announced as Re- 
publican candidate for the seat of 
Stephen M. White in the United States 
Senate, arrived in Stockton this even- 
ing from Placerville.

H. Shine of Tuolumne county, the re- 
cent appointee of Senator Perkins to 
the position of United States Marshal 
of the Northern District of California.

SELLING BERRIES AT AUCTION. 
The berry-growersin the Pajaro Valley, 
in Santa Cruz county, at recent. meet- 
ing, fully decided to do away with 
the old plan of shipping berries to com- 
mission-houses in San Francisco, They 
will establish an auction bureau them- 
selves in the metropolis, ship direct to 
that, and take in return what the 
auction price brings. In this way 
the growers think they will not spoil 
on the commission merchants’ hands 
and the growers get nothing, but with 
the auction plan the berries are sold 
upon arrival and are not allowed to 
perish. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

SAN BERNARDINO WATER SUP- 
PLY. Reference was made a few days 
ago in this department to the anxiety 
felt by the people of San Bernardino 
in regard to the threatened depletion 
of their water supply, by the boring 
and pumping of a number of large ar- 
tesian wells, which promise to drain 
the existing wells. A strong effort has 
been made in San Bernardino to raise 
funds in order to settle this question in 
the courts, but the effort does not ap- 
pear to have met with much success. 
The San Bernardino Sun of April 29 
says: 

“It is no good news to the people of 
this city to be told that they are about 
to lose all the artesian wells. Nature's 
gift, which brought to San Bernardino 


the name of the ‘Fountain City,’ but 
that is the immediate prospect. The 
committee which was authorized to 


take charge of the campaign for the 
defense of the wells has met with such 
poor success that it will no doubt be 
dropped. Our people do not seem to 
appreciate the wells sufficiently to pay 
for a contest to hold them. 

“C. P,. Barrows, the secretary of the 
committee, has spent the week in in- 
terviewing the wealthy men of the city 
—the heavy property-owners and those 
who are directly interested in the pro- 
tection of the water supply, but very 
few of them have contributed at all. 
Some of them hang back, saying they 
will wait to see what the man across 
the street does, while others—some of 
the largest holders of realty in the city 
—have refused to give anything, while 
some of them have positively discour- 
aged what was being done. 

“From among this class of men, from 
whom the committee hoped to raise at 
least $2000, pledges for only $500 have 
been secured. It is utterly useless to 
attempt to raise the balance of the 
$1000 among the smaller property-own- 
ers, and it is equally useless to go into 
the suit, against the capital and talent 
which it would be able to command, 
with any smaller defense fund. It 
therefore seems entirely probable that 
the fight is lost, and defeat may as 
well be confessed. The water from 
our wells is going to. water newly- 
planted orange orchards on lands 
southwest of this city, and that, too, 
on lands which are by no means the 
best fer orange culture. 

“As an earnest of what the drying- 
up of the wells means, there have been 


. fifty-seven applications for city water 


in the past seventeen days.”

OVER FIVE HUNDRED MINUTE MEN 
HAVE BEEN ENROLLED, 


Work to Be Pushed on the Torpedo 
Defenses in the Harbor—New 
School Superintendent—A Mexi- 
can Charged With Arson. 


SAN DIEGO, May 3.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Mayor Reed has issued a call for a 
meeting of the volunteers who have s'gned 
the roll for the organization of a regiment of 
minute men to defend San Diego. The Mayor 
examined the rolls and found signed 503 
names, all of able-bodied and respons‘ble 
men.

E. E. Clapp, woh was 
for some years captain of Co. D., First in- 
fantry, Colorado National Guard, is @sured 
of a command. Sheriff Jennings is also sure

Human Sepulture Desecrated by. 
Ravages of Time. 

SAN PEDRO, May 2.—[Reguiar Co-r:spond- 
ence.] The condition of some of the graves 
on Dead Man's Island is attracting attention. 
The sides of the island have been gradually 
crumbling away until they have left some of 
the remains unprotected. In one case the 
bones of a body, supposedly buried there 
thirty or forty years ago, project cut several 
inches beyond the bank. The skull has ap- 
parently dropped away and been buried in 
the debris below. As the bank rapidiy »eals 
away, the bones fall from their position and 
are scattered and lost below. Disintegrated 
traces of the coffin which held the body still 
remain.

FISHING FOR COD. 
Under Government Rule on the Nor- 
way Coast. 


{Boston Transcript:] An ocean pas- 
sage in midwinter is not so very tad 
after all, when you can walk on deck 
in your slippers and without an over- 
coat almost all the way: end when the 
much-dreaded North Sea is as smooth 
as a mirror, you cannot find much 
fault with the winter in northern lati- 
tudes. 

It is interesting in good weather to 
make a cruise along the coasts of 
Sondmore and Romesdaler in these 
months, when the fisheries are carried 
on on a grand escale from all kinds of 
craft, from the smallest sailing boat to 
two-masted schooners and small fis®- 
ing steamers. It was such an inviting 
spectacle to look at this fishing ileet 
that I obtained permission from the 
owner of one of the small fishing 
steamers to go out with it a trip, and 
as this steamer; late at night, arrived 
in the harbor with its usual average 
catch of 2000 large cod a day, I pre- 
sented myself with my credentials 
abcard ship, called for the captain; and 
handed him: the letter of introduction. 
The old tar looked at the letter, and 
after having studied it carefully for 
about ten minutes, gave me his hand 
and said I should be welcome. 

“But,” he said, “you must be sure 
to be here at 3 a.m., for we cannot 
wait a minute longer; we have got to 
be on the banks at daybreak, and it is 
twenty to thirty miles to sail. The 
sailing fleet is staying out there night 
and day the whole week, unless sooner 
loaded or driven in by storm. Only 
the steamers run in at night with their 
catch, and if we are not out there again 
as soon as it gets light enougthSio find 
the floats, somebody else might have 
our lines and our catch be gone,” 

I promised to be on hand in time, and 
bade him farewell. Next morning I 
stood promptly on the deck, and with 
my oil-duck cap, dogskin jacket and 
long rubber boots, tried to look as 
much‘ like a fisherman as my spectacles 
would permit. It was a heautiful win- 
ter night, the full moon shining on. the 
white range of mountain tops behind 
us, and before us the vast, dark ocean, 
the stars above mediating between 
the contrasts. With a good breeze 
blowing from land and full steam up, 
we made rapid progress, the mountains 
grew smaller and smaller, and the silver 
ring rew less) distinct, until it all dis- 
appeared, the last faint link that con- 
nected us with land was cut, and the 
mighty ocean held undisputed sway 
over us; nothing else for the eye to 
cling to except the moon and the glit- 
tering stars. But the old tar was not 
given to meditations of this gort. His 
went in another direction. 

“The outlook is poor for the fishing,” 
he said; “the wind is increasing, and 
the currents are running against the 
wind; we will have a lively time when 
we come to the banks.” And, really, I 
felt that as soon as the ocean had got 
the sole control of our tiny craft it 
wanted to show what it could do and 
how it could handle us. Tg show that 
I had been out to sea befor®, I replied 
that I did not think this amounted -»5 
much. ‘“‘Well,” he remarked, “I guess 
you will have all you want of it be- 
fore we are through.” 

I understceod something was coming, 
and I decided to prepare for it: went 
down in the cabin to warm myself and 
put on some extra clothing. Down 
‘there it was pretty lively; everything 
was let loose; the whole kitchen out- 
fit was on a spree, silding down fro:n 
one end of the cabin to the other and 
back again, and from every conceiv- 
able corner evervthing else came 
jumping down to join in the wild 
dance; so really I admitted that it did 
not make much difference after ail 
where the things had been originally 
placed. But what a sight. coming on 
| deck again! Where, a short time age,

there was nothing but darkness, there 
were now lights upon lights, dozens of 
them, red, green and white, and in- 
creasing in number all the time; soon 
there were hundreds of thern—-many 
hundreds. It was the fishing jileet, 
looking just like a large city in a dis- 
tance with its thousands of lights 'n a 
dark winter night;:a busy city, with 
lights coming and going like the head- 
lights of the electric cars. 

The fisheries in Lofoten are carried 
on in a different way from those fur- 
ther south, only a couple of miles from 
land, and almost excusively from open 
boats, and every one seeks refuge in 
the harbor at night. The fishermen are 
gathering here from far, north and 
south in numbers aggregating 39.9% cr 
more, and the government is enforc- 
ing very strict rules regulating them. 
No one is permitted to leave the har- 
bor before daybreak; any one caught 
outside of a certain line before ihe 
government inspector gives the signal 
is heavily fined, and there they are 
lying, all waiting for the signal, and 
when the flag goes up then commences 
the spurt; thousands upon thousands 
of boats with from four to six men at 
the oars starting off at once, rowing 
for all they are worth, every one try- 
ing to be first at the particular place 
where his nets are. I have never found 
much attraction’ in witnessing the 
sporting boat races, but this racing, oc!l- 
ored by the earnestness of real life, 
struggiing humanity, struggling not 
for record-breaking, but for dear Ilfe— 
this is imposing. And then late in the 
forenoon when the fleet commences to 
return to the harbors and one after the 
other is coming in, Nying far the big 
Square sail, one more loaded down than 
the other in a long, long string, then 
there is a bustling life in the little 
fishing place, even the eider ducks par- 
t cipating, swimming gayly in hundreds 
among the boats—it is a sight worth 
going a long distance to behold. 


BOY WARRIORS. 
Hiow They Manage These Matters in 


France. 


(Pearson's Weekly:] “It is a com- 
mon impression here, said a high 
French official living in London, ‘‘that 
the sons of the wealthiest. clasa@ .in 
l’rance can be exempted from serving 
in the ranks, officers’ appointmen's be- 
ing Open to them. That opinion is 
wrong. Every French male subject 
must serve in the ranks, no matter his 
wealth, no matter his position and he 
must serve three years. If you should 
happen to be the main support of a 
widowed mother, the State calls on you 
to serve for one year only, or if you 
should have already a bro.aer in the 
army, then, again, you will teTve one 
year instead of three. 

“At the age of 20 you must report 
yourself for military duty. It is al- 
ways well to be first in the fleld, other- 
wise, if the authorities should be the 
first and have to remind you, a few un- 
comfortable“surprises will be in store 
for you. 

“You are medically examined; you 
draw your number, you are drafted to 
your regiment, or, it may be, the naval 
service, when you are 21, and again 
you undergo a second medical exami- 
nation, which is the final detail before 
your entry into the army or navy. 

“It is quite possible that your second 
medical examination may not be favor- 
able, although you may have passed 
the first. In which case the candidate 
for military honors has to retrace his 
steps homeward.” 

“Which in most cases he is glad to 
do, probably.” 

“ado, I think not,” said the official, 
shaking his head. “Nearly every young 
fellow is glad when the time arrives 
for him to report himself. Every official 
in the embassy has served just like 
the commonest in France.” 

“Supposing a man is studying for any 
of the professions or any trade, for 
instance?” was asked. 

“His studies are interrupted. The col- 
lege course in the case of the young 
would-be professional man, ‘3 at an 
end for the time being, while the young 
mechanic will have three years in 
which to forget the lessons he received 
in his trade in his earlier youth. On 
the surtace it appears to be @ severe 
measure, but in return for the sacrifice 
he gets a superabundance of physical 
exercise, which puts on his bones a 
‘elj-developed figure. 

The improves him mentally 
as well, for he has three years of brain 
rest, during which time his body is un- 
dergoing a radical physical change. 
Conscription may be severe, but it is 
a serviceable measure.” fase 

“What do you think of conscription? 
was asked a Frenchman who had 
served as a corporal in the French 
army. 

“It is robbing a man of the best ten 
years of his life,” was the staggering 
reply. “After he has done his three 
vears he spends another year in the 
endeavor to shake off the effect of his 
military career. Deprived of his usual 
home comforts in the cold, cheerless, 
dreary barracks, he rarely returns to 
the home circle freed from all ailments 
—rheumatism, lumbago and consump- 
tion accompanying him frequently. 

“He feels unsettled if he remains in 
one place too long; he is digsatisfied at 
first with the same old dally monoton- 
ous routine of a commercial situation, 
and for the time being he is a misery 
to himself and his family. This feeling 
may possibly wear off in time, but 
while it lasts upen him it is disastrous. 

“French army life ig not an idle in- 
etitution, for there is hard work and 
plenty of it, but it provides opportun!- 
ties for becoming a drunkard. I have 
known cases during my term of service 
where nice, quiet, sober young men 
have returned home at the end of their 
service worthlegs men, the flower of 
their youth having been picked and 
thrown away in the barrack-room. 

“Our companies are made up of a 
strange mixture of human beings. I 
was the corporal of a squad of fifteen 
men, which included a doctor, an engi- 
never, a lawyer, a cheese manufacturer, 
a priest, a waiter and nobodies and 
nothings. Ecclesiastical students only 
serve for one year. Until the passing 
of a recent law they were exempted.”

tional Guard, Police Captain Roberts 
will suggest to the Fiesta Committee 
@ pian for the expenditure of the 
money collected by it and now diverted 
to the purpose of providing home pro- 
tection. He has been working on his 
plan for several days, and will this 
morning formally present it to the 
Fiesta Committee. Briefly Stated, his 
suggestion is this: That the Fiesta Com- 
mittee appropriate, say, $3000 for the 
purchase of 100 30-30-caliber new Win- 
chester rifles with which to arm the po- 
dice department of the city, supply 
them with web belts and a quantity of 
ammunition. The arms are to be consid- 
ered public property, and would be 
available at all times in event of an 
emergency. If, during the present war. 
while the National Guard is away from 
the city on other service, the city 
ehould be threatened with invasion, or 
trouble of any kind, these arms would 
be placed in the hands of the pa- 
trolmen and the police force cvuid 
be converted into a quasi military 
company which could be assembled 
within an hour if necessary. 

‘After the suspension of hostilities the 
Buns could be retained and if there 
were a riot or other trouble which 
would necessitate the calling out of 
the troops, the police would be able ‘o 

dle a mob in the same manner as 
@ military company, for the service of 
the troops would be removed. His idea 
is that the arms be turned over to the 
city and become city property, and 
that even if an entirely new police 
was the arms would 

ain as part of the poli t 
city. police equipmtnt 

In support of his plan, Capt. Rob- 
erts argues that if the money now in 
the hands of the Fiesta Committee is 
applied to furnishing additional] equip- 
ment for the National Guard, it would 
be practically a gift to the State of 
the amount expended, while if it is ap- 
plied as he indicates, the benefit will 
lie with the city. The State, he says. is 
Well able to take care of the troops 
and the portion of the cost of equip- 
ment furnished them paid by the city 
would be proportionately small as com- 
pared with the cost of fully equipping 
them anew. He has consulted a num- 
ber of merchants on the subject, and 
> has received their encouragement. The 

plan is merely a suggestion on his part 
and he submits it to the Fiesta Com- 
mitte for such consideration as thev 
choose to give it. He stated last night 
that all of the subscribers to the fiesta 
fund with whom he had talked on the 
subject had expressed their willing- 
mess to have their subscription ex- 
pended in this manner. 

The wisdom of arming the police 
with rifles that shoot two miles and 
drive bullets through brick walls is 
questionable. Such weapons are en- 
tirely unsuitable for the work of dis. 
persing mobs in a city’and would en- 
Ganger the lives of citzens manv 
blocks away from the scene of a riot. 
Repeating shotguns bored for buck- 
shot are the most effective riot guns. 
A handful of “blue whistlers” sen: 
into a mob would wound and disable 
half a dozen men, anddo no damage 
beyond the scene of the conflict. The 
moral influence of a ‘scatter gun is 
wery considerable. 


An Inquest Held. 


An inquest was held yesterday by 
Coroner Campbell at the undertaking 
establishment of Orr & Hines, on the 
body of Lucy Hooper, the seventeen- 
year-old colored school girl who was 
thrown from her bicycle and run over 
by a Main-street electric car on Mon- 
day afternoon. The testimony went to 
show that the girl was short-sighted. 
and that the collision was purely acci- 
@ental. A verdict in accordance with 
these facts was returned.
